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HISTORY  OF  THE  ASSOCIATION  OF 
JUNIOR  LEAGUES  OF  AMERICA 

The  Junior  League  represents  a  serious  endeavor  on  the  part 
of  young  women  to  become  active  and  constructive  factors  in 
the  communities  in  which  they  live,  to  be  intelligent  citizens,  and 
to  assist  in  promoting  human  welfare.  In  addition  to  providing 
the  member  with  channels  of  work  and  training  for  volunteer 
service,  the  Junior  League  helps  her  to  realize  two  vital  con- 
cepts: (1)  that  she  is  not  an  onlooker,  but  is  herself  a  part  of 
the  community;  (2)  that  the  community,  in  turn,  is  not  an  iso- 
lated unit  but  part  of  the  nation  and  of  the  world. 

It  was  in  1901,  at  the  beginning  of  a  new  era  for  American 
women,  that  the  first  Junior  League  was  organized  in  New  York. 
At  that  time  Mary  Harriman  (Mrs.  Charles  Carey  Rumsey)  and 
Nathalie  Henderson  (Mrs.  Joseph  Swan)  realized  what  might  be 
achieved  if  a  group  of  young  women  were  encouraged  to  take  a 
more  active  part  in  some  form  of  active  service  to  their  own 
neighborhoods  through  the  settlement  houses  and  other  organiza- 
tions in  existence  at  the  time. 

Soon  similar  organizations  to  that  in  New  York  were  formed 
in  various  other  of  the  large  cities — Boston,  Brooklyn,  Portland, 
Ore.;  Baltimore,  Philadelphia,  and  Chicago.  In  the  spring  of 
1912  six  of  the  seven  Leagues  then  in  existence  held  their  first 
national  conference  in  New  York  City.  In  1921  the  Association 
of  the  Junior  Leagues  of  America,  Inc.,  was  founded  by  the 
thirty  Leagues  then  in  existence.  Mrs.  Willard  Straight  (Mrs. 
Leonard  K.  Elmhirst)  was  elected  president  and  a  Board  of 
Directors  was  appointed  and  instructed  to  draw  up  a  constitu- 
tion. 

After  1921  the  Association  grew  rapidly  until,  in  1923,  there 
were  sixty-three  Leagues.  In  order  to  establish  a  closer  contact 
between  the  Leagues  and  the  Association,  the  country  was  di- 
vided into  six  territories  and  in  each  a  League  member  was  ap- 
pointed regional  director  to  act  as  liaison  officer  between  the 
Leagues  of  the  region  and  the  Association  and  to  serve  on  the 
latter's  Board  of  Directors.  Now  there  are  fourteen  regions,  in 
each  of  which  the  Leagues  elect  every  second  year  a  member  to 
serve  as  their  regional  director. 

At  the  time  the  Association  was  first  formed  most  League  ac- 
tivity was  in  the  realm  of  social  work ;  but  the  Board  of  Directors, 
realizing  the  opportunities  which  would  eventually  offer  them- 
selves to  Junior  Leagues,  set  down  in  the  constitution  the  social, 
economic,  educational,  cultural  and  civic  fields  as  those  in  which 
Junior  Leagues  should  interest  their  members. 

Gradually  the  Leagues  realized  that  a  benevolent  "doing  for 
others"  was  not  enough,  that  they  must  form  a  partnership  with 
professional  community  workers  to  effect  the  improvement  of 
conditions.  To  do  this  required  knowledge.  As  evidence  of  this 
the  first  course  for  provisional  members  was  established  in  1921 
and  such  a  course,  which  includes  an  examination  of  the  various 
forces  at  work  in  the  community,  has  been  a  prerequisite  for 
active  membership  since  1927.    Originally  League  projects  were 
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large  enterprises — convalescent  homes,  day  nurseries,  curative 
workshops  and  the  like.  It  was  discovered,  however,  that  to  sup- 
port these  undertakings  a  disproportionate  amount  of  time  and 
energy  often  was  going  into  money-raising  to  the  exclusion  of 
the  educational  process  of  volunteer  service.  Today  where  Leagues 
have  projects  the  recommended  type  is  one  in  which  the  demon- 
stration element  is  present,  the  choice  being  based  on  the  needs 
of  the  individual  community  in  the  light  of  the  interest  and 
money-raising  capabilities  of  the  League. 

The  League's  realization  of  the  need  for  expert  guidance  in 
its  welfare  activities  soon  led  to  the  establishment  of  a  trained 
social  work  staff  at  the  Association's  offices.  Members  of  this 
staff  were  available  for  visits  to  Leagues  to  study  the  local 
situation  and  give  advice.  Similar  service  was  then  made  avail- 
able for  Children's  Theatre,  Arts,  Ways  and  Means,  and  Pub- 
licity. The  Association  also  publishes  the  Junior  League  Magazine, 
issued  semi-monthly  to  each  Junior  League  member.

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HISTORY  OF  WINSTON-SALEM  JUNIOR  LEAGUE 

The  Junior  League  of  Winston-Salem  had  its  beginning  as 
the  result  of  a  meeting  called  by  the  late  Mrs.  J.  Edward 
Johnson  (former  widow  of  Richard  J.  Reynolds,  founder  of  the 
R.  J.  Reynolds  Tobacco  Co.)  on  January  13,  1923.  About  40 
young  women  met  at  her  house  at  Reynolda.  They  were  advised 
that  they  should  devote  time  and  energy  to  social  service. 

Mrs.  Bess  Gray  Plumly  called  the  group  together  a  few 
weeks  later,  and  the  late  Miss  Marian  Blair  suggested  that  the 
group  apply  for  membership  in  the  Association  of  Junior  Leagues 
of  America. 

In  March  1923  the  Winston-Salem  Junior  League  became 
the  46th  in  the  association  and  the  first  in  North  Carolina.  The 
late  Mrs.  Lucy  Hanes  Chatham  was  the  first  president. 

During  the  first  five  years  the  League  was  active  in  many 
projects  such  as  opening  a  gift  shop,  sponsoring  a  pre-natal 
clinic,  opening  a  Hospital  for  Incurables,  operating  a  Beauty 
Parlor  and  forming  a  Children's  Play  Committee. 

The  next  ten  years  show  that  the  League  was  continually  ex- 
panding into  new  fields.  The  Newssheet  was  begun  and  a  place- 
ment system  was  put  into  effect.  The  League  also  continued 
operation  of  the  Hospital  for  Incurables,  opened  a  Rag  Market 
(later  the  Thrift  Shop)  and  helped  organize  the  Civic  Music 
Association.  After  the  Hospital  for  Incurables  was  closed  on 
June  1,  1937,  the  League  assisted  in  the  organization  of  the 
Mental  Hygiene  Society  of  Winston-Salem.  The  League  also 
financed  a  Child  Guidance  Clinic  which  opened  on  November  1, 
1937. 

The  next  several  years  the  League  continued  to  sponsor  and 
finance  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic.  New  projects  included  the 
Hall  of  History,  presentation  by  the  Junior  Programs,  Inc.,  and 
the  bringing  to  town  of  four  New  York  Dramas  of  the  Con- 
temporary Theatre  Series.  The  League  also  joined  with  other 
interested  community  groups  in  forming  the  Children's  Theatre 
Board. 

In  1941  the  League's  program  of  planned  expenditure  of  sur- 
plus was  begun  with  $3,000  donated  to  the  Red  Cross  War  Fund, 
$1,000  given  to  the  Library  Fund  of  the  Winston-Salem  Teachers 
College,  $5,000  given  to  the  Family  Service  Agency  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  Child  Placing  Agency  and  $4,500  to  the  Community 
Council  for  the  development  of  the  Radio  Plan. 

In  1942  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic  was  closed  and  in  1943  the 
gift  shop  was  sold. 

During  the  war  years  the  League  members  devoted  the  major 
part  of  their  volunteer  service  to  war-related  activities.  Support 
of  the  Radio  Council  continued  as  well  as  a  donation  of  $1,000  to 
the  Wachovia  Historical  Society.  A  survey  by  Miss  Virginia  Lee 
Comer,  AJLA  Arts  Consultant,  showed  a  need  for  development 
and  expression  of  the  creative  arts  in  our  community.  In  1945 
the  beauty  parlor  was  sold.  In  1945  the  major  portion  of  the 
League's  surplus  was  donated  to  the  community.  The  400  shares 
of  Reynolds  B  stock  was  divided  as  follows:  50  shares  to  the 
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City-County  Hospital,  50  shares  to  the  War  Memorial  Building 
Fund,  120  shares  to  the  Mental  Hygiene  Society  and  180  shares 
to  the  City  Library.  The  Junior  League  Hospital  Building  was 
deeded  to  the  Winston-Salem  Foundation. 

The  League  entered  the  Cultural  field  during  these  years  by 
opening  an  Arts  and  Crafts  workshop  with  Mrs.  Chester  Marsh 
as  director.  The  League  continued  its  financial  support  of  the 
Radio  Council  and  put  aside  $7,200  for  the  employment  of  a 
Community  Arts  Coordinator  when  the  Arts  Council  proved  its 
readiness  to  handle  the  money.  The  League  also  contributed  $500 
to  the  Piedmont  Festival  and  sponsored  a  concert  of  the  newly 
formed  Winston-Salem  Civic  Orchestra. 

In  1947  the  city  withdrew  its  support  of  the  Arts  and 
Crafts  program  and  the  League  assumed  the  responsibility  for 
the  administration,  financing  and  promotion  of  the  workshop. 

Support  continued  to  the  Symphony  and  the  Piedmont  Festi- 
val and  in  1950  the  League  released  the  gift  of  $7,000  which  it 
had  held  in  trust  for  the  Arts  Council.  In  March  of  1952,  $3,000 
was  granted  to  the  workshop  and  in  1951,  the  Arts  Council 
established  an  Arts  center  and  moved  in  a  building  owned  by 
the  Winston-Salem  Foundation.  In  March  the  League's  financial 
contribution  to  the  Arts  Center  was  completed  through  coordina- 
tion of  fund  raising  for  the  Arts  groups  under  the  Arts  Council. 

In  1952  the  League  had  as  its  project  the  Children's  Activities 
Program  at  the  new  City-County  Library.  The  League  voted  the 
Library  $1,500  for  the  first  year  and  limited  the  League's  spon- 
sorship to  three  years.  The  League  also  continued  support  of  the 
Arts  Council  with  a  donation  of  $5,000. 

Two  art  exhibits  were  sponsored  by  the  League  in  1953  and 
recreational  therapy  was  done  in  the  Children's  Wing  of  the 
Baptist  Hospital.  The  next  year  showed  the  closing  of  the  Thrift 
Shop  and  the  beginning  of  our  annual  Rummage  Sale. 

In  1955  our  three-year  activity  program  for  children  was  com- 
pleted at  the  Public  Library.  The  Recreational  Therapy  program 
at  the  Baptist  Hospital  was  enlarged  and  the  League  continued 
to  bring  outstanding  art  exhibits  to  the  Library.  A  new  project 
was  begun — providing  the  salary  for  a  primary  education  teacher 
for  the  handicapped  at  the  Children's  Center. 

During  the  next  year  the  League  strengthened  existing  proj- 
ects and  added  to  those  services.  A  program  for  handicapped 
adults  was  begun  and  the  therapy  program  at  the  Hospital 
enlarged. 

The  Handicapped  Adult  Program  grew  rapidly  and  the  Hos- 
pital Therapy  program  was  continued.  The  Cultural  Arts  Com- 
mittee arranged  a  bus  trip  to  Raleigh  to  tour  the  State  Art 
Museum  and  $150  was  offered  as  a  purchase  prize  to  the  Gallery 
of  Fine  Arts  in  the  name  of  the  Junior  League.  A  successful 
Rummage  Sale  was  held  as  well  as  5  marvelous  productions  of 
the  play  Sleeping  Beauty. 

In  1957  the  League  again  contributed  $5,000  to  the  Children's 
Center  providing  the  school  with  a  Kindergarten  teacher.  An  art 
exhibit  drew  3,700  people  and  the  Rummage  Sale  was  a  great 
success.  Night  meetings  were  begun  for  professional  members  and 
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those  unable  to  attend  the  morning  meeting.  Two  brochures  were 
printed — one  dealing  with  Admissions  policies  and  the  other 
describing  the  community  activities  of  the  Winston-Salem  Junior 
League. 

The  League  continued  to  strengthen  existing  projects  in  1958 
by  donating  $2,000  a  year  for  the  next  two  years  to  provide  an 
aide  at  the  Children's  Center,  by  buying  a  metal  awning  for  the 
Pediatric  Ward  at  the  Baptist  Hospital  and  by  giving  $1,155  to 
the  Arts  Council. 

In  1959-60  the  League  accepted  a  new  project  by  voting  to 
pledge  $26,000  over  a  three-year  period  for  the  restoration  of 
the  Timothy  Vogler  Home  in  Old  Salem.  A  vote  to  establish  head- 
quarters in  the  restored  house  and  a  vote  for  a  substantial  dues 
and  initiation  fee  raise  were  important  outgrowths  of  the  visit 
of  Mrs.  Robert  Dingman,  Financial  Consultant  of  A.J.L.A.  The 
League  participated  in  the  celebration  of  Winston-Salem,  the 
All  America  City,  by  sponsoring  an  essay  contest  in  the  city 
schools. 

In  1960-61  Regional  Meeting  was  held  in  Winston-Salem  for 
the  first  time.  Delegates  and  observers  from  the  twelve  Leagues 
in  Region  XIII  attended.  The  restoration  of  the  Timothy  Vogler 
House  was  completed,  and  $15,000  was  paid  on  the  $26,000  pledge 
to  Old  Salem.  A  new  Admissions  system  was  put  into  effect 
through  extensive  By-Laws  changes. 

In  1961-62  the  League  produced  its  first  Follies,  netting  nearly 
$16,000  and  paid  off  its  obligation  to  Old  Salem.  A  Puppet 
group  was  formed  by  the  Professional  members. 

In  1962-63  the  League  voted  approval  of  two  new  projects; 
one,  $10,000  for  remodeling  the  kitchen  at  the  Amos  Cottage; 
and  two,  a  $6,000  challenge  gift  for  two  years  to  the  consolidated 
school  system  for  an  art  supervisor.  The  League  calendar  year 
was  adjusted  through  extensive  By-Law  changes  recommended 
by  the  newly  formed  Advisory  Planning  Committee.  A  revolu- 
tionary Children's  Theatre  workshop,  under  the  direction  of 
George  Latshaw,  AJLA  consultant,  was  sponsored.  Sixteen  oil 
paintings  were  done  for  the  Pediatric  Floor  at  Baptist  Hospital. 

In  1963-64,  the  school  system  was  unable  to  fill  the  position 
of  Art  Supervisor  and  did  not  take  our  challenge  gift.  Continued 
interest  by  and  from  the  League  resulted  in  a  renewal  of  the 
$6,000  offer  for  1964-65  and  a  new  vote  of  approval  to  make  the 
same  $6,000  offer  for  1965-1966.  An  Art  Supervisor  was  hired  so 
the  project  will  be  carried  through.  A  visit  from  the  AJLA 
Art  Consultant,  Mrs.  Nancy  Vars,  and  many  hours  of  study  by 
the  Project  Finding  Committee  resulted  in  the  approval  of  a 
Natural  Science  Center  for  a  three  year  project  with  $26,000 
in  financial  support  over  the  three  year  period  and  three  mem- 
bers on  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Fourteen  oil  paintings  by  League 
artists  were  presented  to  Forsyth  Memorial  Hospital  for  the 
Pediatrics  Floor  and  a  Daytime  group  was  added  to  the  Puppet 
Committee.  The  Fortieth  Anniversary  was  celebrated  by  the 
publication  of  an  unusual  and  attractive  new  brochure,  a  dinner 
dance  for  the  membership  and  a  luncheon  in  honor  of  the  charter 
members.

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ANNUAL  REPORTS  OF  BOARD,  1963-1964 


WINSTON-SALEM  JUNIOR  LEAGUE 


PRESIDENT  -  MRS.  ROBERT  CORDELL 

It  might  not  be  apparent  to  all  of  our  membership  here 
that  the  job  of  administrating  an  organization  such  as  the  Junior 
League  is  by  no  means  an  easy  task.  Such  a  job,  with  the  re- 
sponsibilities that  it  carries,  is  far  too  great  for  any  one  person 
to  assume.  It  is  therefore  fortunate  indeed  that  the  President 
has  a  group  of  trusted  associates  known  as  her  executive  com- 
mittee, upon  whom  she  can  rely  for  assistance  in  all  things  and 
particularly  in  the  many  facets  of  day  to  day  operation  which 
compose  our  League  year.  Your  Executive  Committee  this  year 
has  served  in  that  capacity  most  admirably  and  it  goes  without 
saying  that  their  performance  has  contributed  considerably  to 
anything  that  has  been  accomplished. 

First  and  foremost,  your  Vice  President,  Debbie  Sartin,  has 
lived  up  to  her  usual  stellar  capabilities.  Her  liaison  with  various 
committees,  her  representation  of  us  at  President's  Council  and 
Annual  Conference,  and  her  integration  of  the  professional 
members  have  served  as  a  major  cohesive  force  within  the 
League,  to  say  nothing  of  her  readiness  to  serve  as  President 
when  requested.  All  of  this  would  have  been  more  than  enough, 
but,  without  a  doubt,  her  greatest  asset  has  been  her  ability  to 
utilize  her  imponderable  role  as  Second  Executive  Officer  as  an 
effective  tool  in  assuring  smooth  overall  operation  of  this  or- 
ganization. My  hat  will  ever  be  off  to  her. 

Many  of  you  have  been  faithful  in  attending  scheduled  meet- 
ings this  year.  None  has  been  more  faithful  than  your  Recording 
Secretary,  Nell  Penn  Spencer,  whose  never-ending  job  has  been 
that  of  recording  everything  of  importance  that  has  transpired 
during  all  regular  meetings  of  the  League,  all  Board  meetings 
and  all  executive  committee  meetings.  As  if  this  were  not  enough, 
she  also  tackled  our  Manual  of  Procedure  for  all  officers  and 
committee  chairmen  and  successfully  revised  it,  printed  and  dis- 
tributed it  with  the  help  of  the  Advisory  Planning  Committee. 
For  this  task  alone  she  deserves  the  appreciation  of  all  of  us 
now  as  well  as  that  of  future  Boards  to  come. 

To  look  at  the  mass  of  correspondence  necessary  for  an 
effective  operation  of  our  League,  one  would  expect  the  need  of 
at  least  five  secretaries.  Mary  Lu  Whaling  has  been  our  link 
with  the  outside  world  with  apparently  the  greatest  of  ease  — 
and  with  superb  proficiency.  For  representing  our  face  to  other 
Leagues  and  for  serving  as  a  communications  link  within  our 
own  League,  we  are  most  indebted  to  our  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary. It  would  be  of  interest  to  all  of  you  that  Mary  Lu  and 
Nell  Penn  will  soon  begin  the  annual  chore  of  compiling  our 
Yearbook.  For  this,  we  thank  them  in  advance. 

It  has  been  a  source  of  no  small  comfort  to  all  of  us  this 
year  to  know  that  our  finances  were  being  managed  by  none 
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other  than  that  ex-banker  Jane  Waugh.  As  quote  "custodian  of 
funds"  unquote,  she  has  insisted  that  every  penny  be  properly 
placed  within  our  myriad  of  accounts  and  funds,  and  has  done  a 
job  which  to  many  would  be  perplexing  and  harrassing  with 
seeming  greatest  of  ease. 

It  might  well  be  that  indeed  too  many  of  you  are  familiar 
with  the  job  that  fell  to  the  lot  of  Adrian  Shore  this  year.  As 
keeper  of  the  roll,  pronouncer  of  fines,  and  collector  of  dues, 
she  has  held  the  chair,  usually  considered  least  popular,  in  an 
amazing  fashion,  and  as  far  as  I  can  tell  has  only  gained  friends 
during  the  entire  year. 

Thus  went  the  Executive  Committee  of  1963-64  and  with 
such  an  impressive  array  I'm  sure  you  can  understand  why  the 
year  has  been  a  pleasure  rather  than  a  chore. 

Your  Board  of  Directors  this  year  can  be  correctly  called 
a  council  of  action.  This  Board  represents  a  group  of  very  able 
people  who  have  demonstrated  a  high  level  of  motivation  and 
common  sense  in  addition  to  serving  as  an  advisory  and  con- 
sulting group  to  the  officers. 

The  job  of  moderating  and  directing  the  Committee  on  Ad- 
missions was  done  in  a  most  effective  manner  by  Johnnie  Dunn. 
The  work  of  this  committee  has  already  been  attested  to  tonight 
by  the  presentation  of  our  new  provisional  members. 

The  Poke  Easies  will  long  remember  the  series  of  exciting 
and  varied  encounters  with  our  Adult  Handicapped  Committee, 
under  the  direction  of  Page  Hill.  I  am  certain  that  her  interest 
and  enthusiasm  has  permeated  her  entire  committee  as  evidenced 
by  its  unusually  good  performance. 

Joy  Bennett's  extra  special  background  in  the  League  has 
allowed  her  the  unique  advantage  of  rendering  a  number  of  very 
important  decisions  in  Advisory  Planning.  Notable  among  these 
has  been  the  long  debated  one  which  resulted  in  the  decision 
that  the  Vice-President  would  not  automatically  succeed  to  the 
Presidency.  I  should  add  that  one  and  one-half  years  of  study 
preceded  this  thoughtful  decision. 

The  work  in  progress  at  the  Amos  Cottage  has  been  helped 
markedly  by  the  untiring  efforts  of  our  representative  to  their 
Board,  Martha  Womble.  Even  though  the  kitchen  renovation  is 
almost  completed  as  a  project  of  our  League  it  is  our  hope  that 
liaison  and  fostering  the  worthwhile  work  of  this  center  will  be 
a  continuing  part  of  League  Service. 

Mary  Jo  Hanes  has  wrestled  most  adroitly  with  numerous 
By-Law  changes  and  by  virtue  of  them  has  kept  us  up  to  date 
with  an  efficient  political  structure. 

The  Children's  Theatre  Committee,  along  with  98  League 
girls,  teamed  up  this  year  under  Algine  Ogburn's  excellent  chair- 
manship to  produce  the  play,  "The  Witch's  Lullaby"  in  nine 
performances  for  3588  children.  This  very  real  accomplishment 
probably  helped  our  League  as  much  as  the  Children's  Theatre 
Board  in  that  it  served  as  an  in-league  force  to  draw  us  closer 
together. 

The  fostering  of  the  arts  in  the  community  by  the  Com- 
munity Arts  Committee  chaired  by  Catherine  Montague,  took 
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the  role  this  year  of  sponsoring  an  art  course  for  the  enlighten- 
ment of  our  League  members  and  the  training  of  volunteers  for 
the  now-assured  arts  program  in  the  schools.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  the  work  of  this  committee  was  most  instrumental  in  the 
acquisition  of  our  new  Art  Supervisor  for  the  consolidated  school 
system.  They  can  boast  of  this  accomplishment  in  addition  to 
offering  our  Annual  Purchase  Prize  to  Dalton  Junior  High 
School. 

None  of  us  can  say  that  we  weren't  fostered  in  our  con- 
tinuing self-education  effort  this  year  by  the  superb  series  of 
programs  arranged  by  Drane  McCall  and  her  Education  Com- 
mittee. If  you  will  briefly  review  a  few  of  them  with  me  the 
names  of  Carroll,  East,  Brinkley,  Gilmore  are  of  truly  national 
stature.  Our  sincere  appreciation  goes  to  Drane,  to  say  nothing 
of  the  availability  of  name  tags  and  our  current  events  bulletin 
board. 

Bunky  Stockton  who  has  literally  been  our  housemother  and 
office  manager  during  the  past  year  has  perhaps  performed  her 
greatest  service  by  emphasizing  the  importance  and  efficiency 
of  our  headquarters.  Through  her  streamlined  and  effective 
efforts  it  becomes  increasingly  difficult  to  understand  how  we 
functioned  before  having  the  Timothy  Vogler  House. 

Our  hats  are  off  to  the  Perle  Mesta  of  our  League  who 
with  an  able  committee  has  really  done  yeoman's  service  during 
a  very  long  year.  After  this  experience,  Amelie  Owen  can  readily 
give  expert  advice  to  anyone  in  the  market  for  luncheons  for 
foreign  visitors,  anniversary  balls,  dinner  dances,  coffees  or  just 
plain  get-togethers. 

Nothing  I  can  say  summarizes  the  successful  year's  activities 
of  the  Hospital  Therapy  Program  more  than  the  final  sentence 
of  chairman  Martha  Field  in  her  annual  report  which  reads  '*A 
smile  from  a  sick  child  is  a  tremendous  reward  for  an  hour  and 
a  half  twice  a  month.'*  —  even  though  it  occasionally  requires  a 
few  goldfish! 

Glad  tidings  for  a  year's  work  well  done  are  due  Suzanne 
Simpson  who  has  maintained  our  vital  statistics  in  the  AJLA 
Magazine.  In  addition  we're  looking  forward  to  future  articles 
on  the  provisionals  and  Amos  Cottage. 

Word  has  leaked  to  us  that  our  Newssheet,  under  the  able 
direction  of  Mary  Nell  Humes  is  increasingly  looming  as  com- 
petition to  our  local  newspapers.  The  originality  and  novel 
approach  by  our  Chairman,  her  assistant  editor,  Bill  Kester,  and 
this  year's  staff,  have  done  us  proud  for  which  we  are  most 
grateful. 

The  calibre  of  our  new  officers  and  delegates  attests  to  the 
function  of  our  Nominating  Committee  for  which  I  need  say  no 
more.  We  owe  this  committee  under  the  chairmanship  of  Ann 
Strickland  our  thanks  for  many  hours  of  work  for  which  no 
formal  commendation  is  usually  given. 

The  pediatric  ward  of  the  new  Forsyth  Memorial  Hospital 
is  a  much  brighter  place  thanks  to  Mimi  Whaling  and  her 
Pallets  for  Pediatrics  Committee  who  completed  fourteen  paint- 
ings and  presented  them  last  week. 
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The  mammoth  and  vital  job  of  the  Placement  Committee 
was  aptly  done  under  the  Chairmanship  of  Eleanor  Vance,  whose 
committee  filled  1014  volunteer  positions  in  the  League  and  in 
the  community.  No  other  statistic  better  exemplifies  the  League's 
part  in  community  service.  In  addition,  they  initiated  a  Fun 
Book  Committee  to  supplement  our  hospital  programs  and  re- 
cruited substantial  sustaining  participation  on  our  Hostess  Com- 
mittee. 

Accomplishments  of  the  Project  Finding  Committee  are  ap- 
parent. The  Nature-Science  Center  alone  could  well  represent  a 
year's  work  well  done.  The  unheralded  hours  spent  in  investiga- 
tion of  this  and  other  projects  are  less  apparent  —  but  never- 
theless vital  to  an  ongoing  organization.  Emmy  Lou  Long  de- 
serves our  special  merit  award  and  our  heartfelt  thanks. 

Those  of  us  who  were  able  to  observe  the  work  of  the  Pro- 
visional Committee  at  close  range  were  impressed  by  its  quiet 
efficiency  and  its  business-like  approach,  coupled  with  its  fun- 
like atmosphere  and  creativity  of  this  year's  committee.  Without 
a  doubt  our  new  active  members  have  been  well  versed  in  the 
credo  of  our  League  and  will  make  valuable  additions  to  our 
organization. 

I  believe  that  I  am  not  alone  in  feeling  that  our  Public 
Relations  need  take  second  place  to  none  in  the  past.  Careful 
planning  and  close  liaison  with  news,  radio  and  television  media 
by  Chairman  Pauline  Robinson  has  been  largely  responsible  for 
the  committee's  success.  Highlights  of  the  year,  including  our 
Fortieth  Anniversary  Ball,  luncheon  meeting,  and  brochure  have 
therefore  been  permanently  documented  and  will  be  remembered 
by  us  for  years  to  come.  The  novel  approach  of  this  committee 
toward  recognizing  benefactors  in  the  form  of  a  combined  gift 
in  their  name  to  the  Amos  Cottage  might  well  begin  a  tradition 
for  future  committees. 

With  the  creation  of  a  daytime  group  in  addition  to  the 
evening  group  our  Puppet  Committee  has  blossomed  into  a  most 
professional  troup  under  the  leadership  of  Mary  Green.  With 
new  stages,  new  puppets,  and  new  outlets  for  presentation,  we 
can  expect  increasingly  enthusiastic  acceptance  in  our  community. 

Aurelia  Filer's  major  activity  for  the  year  —  the  Rummage 
Sale  —  requires  little  comment  from  me,  in  that  all  of  you  are 
aware  of  the  fact  that  this  year  in  a  two-day  sale  we  tried  new 
features,  had  more  participation  and  made  more  money.  These 
facts  stand  for  themselves  in  portraying  the  extent  of  effort 
put  in  this  year's  sale  by  Aurelia,  assistant  Mary  Glenn,  their 
committee,  and  our  entire  membership. 

The  Telephone  Committee  might  have  us  think  that  they 
have  not  been  very  active,  but  it  may  surprise  you  to  realize 
that  over  2240  calls  were  made  during  eight  special  periods  of 
activity  this  year.  This  should  certainly  qualify  Carolyn  Kester 
and  her  committee  as  some  of  Southern  Bell's  best  customers. 

Thanks  to  Margaret  Leckie,  our  Transfer  Committee  Chair- 
man, those  who  have  joined  us  from  other  areas  are  now  better 
known  to  us  and  well  integrated  into  our  League.  To  them,  may 
we  again  welcome  them  to  active  future  participation  in  our 
organization. 
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Our  ever  present  advisor,  consultant  and  confidant,  Bob-Ed 
Hanes,  has  served  admirably  in  her  position  as  sustaining  ad- 
visor to  the  Board.  She  has  heard  our  problems,  has  been  ever 
sympathetic  in  all  situations,  and  has  given  untiringly  of  her 
time  and  wisdom  to  keep  us  moving  forward.  We  are  most  sorry 
she  could  not  be  with  us  tonight  but  I  know  that  all  of  us  join 
in  wishing  her  a  speedy  recovery.

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ADVISORY  PLANNING 


The  Advisory  Planning  Committee  depends  u])on  the  Board 
for  its  assignments.  It  investigates  and  makes  recommendations 
to  the  Board  but  does  not  itself  make  policy. 

The  first  assignment  was  to  investigate  the  advisability  of 
the  Vice-President  automatically  succeeding  to  the  Presidency. 
After  corresponding  with  the  Regional  Director  and  a  meeting 
with  seven  ex-presidents,  at  which  time  all  facets  of  succession 
were  discussed,  it  was  the  unanimous  decision  of  those  present 
that  our  present  system  of  not  having  automatic  succession 
should  be  retained.  This  decision  was  reported  to  and  agreed 
upon  by  the  Board. 

At  the  request  of  Placement  and  Hospital  Therapy,  the 
committee  investigated  the  availability  of  volunteers  from  other 
agencies  or  groups  to  help  in  our  hospital  program.  The  outcome 
was  a  commitment  from  the  Gray  Ladies  of  the  Red  Cross  to 
take  two  days  a  week  at  the  hospital.

BY-LAWS 

The  By-Laws  Committee  worked  with  the  Nominating  and 
Rummage  Sale  chairmen  in  making  two  changes,  and  upon 
recommendation  from  annual  conference  added  a  dissolution 
clause  to  our  By-Laws. 

In  the  event  of  dissolution  of  our  League,  the  remaining 
assets  would  be  distributed  to  charitable  organizations.  Some 
Leagues  have  stated  this  in  their  charters,  but  upon  the  advice 
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of  our  lawyer,  this  clause  in  our  By-laws  is  sufficient  at  the 
present  time. 

It  was  felt  that  we  should  have  a  definite  provision  of 
succession  to  the  presidency  in  case  our  president  should  have 
to  resign  during  office,  and  our  last  change  concerned  the  elimi- 
nation of  the  date  in  our  present  By-law  on  money  due  on 
Rummage  Sale  quotas. 

All  three  changes  were  accepted  by  unanimous  vote  and  are 
as  follows: 

Article  II — Object  and  Policies 
Dissolution:  In  the  event  of  Dissolution  of  the  Corporation,  after 
the  payment  of  all  debts,  any  remaining  assets  of  the  Corp- 
oration shall  be  distributed,  transferred,  and  paid  over  to  such 
charity  or  charities  that  may  qualify  for  tax  exemption  under 
the  then  existing  income  tax  laws  relating  to  tax  exemption  as 
charitable  or  educational  corporations. 

Article  V — Board  of  Directors 

Section  4 

which  read:  Vacancies  among  the  officers  shall  be  filled  by  elec- 
tion by  the  Board  of  Directors.  Vacancies  among  the  chairmen 
shall  be  filled  by  the  President  with  the  approval  of  the  Exec- 
utive Committee  until  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office, 
now  reads:  Vacancies  among  the  officers  other  than  the  President 
shall  be  filled  by  election  by  the  Board  of  Directors  upon 
recommendation  of  the  Nominating  Committee. 

Article  VIII — Financial  Arrangements 
Section  2.  Membership  Dues  and  Fines 

which  read:  Any  Junior  League  member,  other  than  Non-Resi- 
dent,  and  Sustaining  shall  be  required  to  pay  annually  on 
March  1st,  in  cash  to  the  Junior  League,  any  amount  not  other- 
wise contributed  in  rummage  to  complete  her  Rummage  Sale 
quota. 

now  reads:  Junior  League  members,  other  than  Non-Resident, 
Inter-League,  and  Sustaining,  who  do  not  complete  their  Rum- 
mage Sale  quota,  will  be  allowed  to  do  so  before  the  Sale  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Quota  Chairman.

CHILDREN'S  THEATRE 

"The  Witch's  Lullaby,"  dramatized  by  Martha  Bennett  King, 
based  on  Malcolm  Macbeth,  by  John  Storm,  was  the  Junior 
League's  1963  presentation  for  the  Children's  Theatre  Board 
series.  Over  3,588  children,  kindergarten  through  third  grade, 
saw  nine  performances  November  4-8  at  the  Winston-Salem 
Little  Theatre. 

This  year  Ann  Rush  conducted  an  extensive  light  workshop 
for  the  Junior  League  Children's  Theatre  committee,  using 
manuals  which  she  compiled  and  had  printed  from  lectures  and 
notes   of   Millard   MacDonald,   Winston-Salem   Little  Theatre 
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Technical  Director.  She  and  Claire  Christopher,  light  chairman, 
plotted  and  set  lights  for  "The  Witch's  Lullaby"  —  a  first  for 
Junior  League  girls!  They,  and  other  members  of  the  committee 
who  took  the  course,  worked  lights  during  the  play. 

A  provisional  work  shop  was  given  with  the  help  of  co-chair- 
man Billie  Goslen,  all  the  Children's  Theatre  chairmen,  actors, 
our  director  Doris  Pardington,  Children's  Theatre  Board  Chair- 
man Mary  Nell  Humes,  and  Mrs.  Robert  McCuiston,  who  gave  an 
interesting  Junior  League  Children's  Theatre  history. 

The  Southeastern  Theatre  Conference  in  Nashville  last  spring 
was  very  valuable  to  my  co-chairman  and  me  and  we  recommend 
attendance  at  these  annual  conferences  whenever  possible.

COMMUNITY  ARTS 

To  represent  more  fully  the  purpose  of  this  group,  the 
committee  members  voted  to  change  the  name  from  Cultural  Arts 
to  Community  Arts. 

In  the  fall  the  Community  Arts  Committee  sponsored  a  bus 
trip  to  Greensboro  to  see  *'The  Sea  Gull"  —  a  play  presented 
by  The  National  Repertory  Theatre. 

A  Purchase  Prize  of  $300  was  offered  to  the  Winston-Salem 
Gallery  of  Fine  Arts  for  their  October  Jury.  The  Junior  League 
Purchase  Prize  was  awarded  to  Walter  Thrift  of  Virginia  Beach, 
Virginia  for  his  oil  painting,  "Waiting."  Mr.  Thrift  helped  to 
make  the  painting  more  meaningful  by  speaking  at  the  dedica- 
tion ceremony  when  "Waiting"  was  presented  to  Dalton  Junior 
High  School. 

To  provide  a  training  program  for  members  who  might  take 
art  lectures  into  the  schools,  and  for  those  simply  wanting  self- 
enlightenment,  the  committee  presented  an  Art  Appreciation 
Series,  covering  Primitive  to  Pop  Art.  The  course  was  planned 
under  the  supervision  of  Edward  Shewmake,  Associate  Pro- 
fessor of  Art  at  Salem  College,  and  was  taught  by  Mr.  Shew- 
make, William  Mangum,  Mrs.  Howard  Shields,  Mrs.  Ira  Julian, 
and  Gregory  Ivy.  Each  week  for  eight  weeks  about  40  active  and 
sustaining  members  came  to  the  Gallery  of  Fine  Arts  for  coffee 
and  conversation  beforehand,  and  then  settled  down  for  a 
thought  provoking  hour.  The  course  proved  a  popular  and  suc- 
cessful project.

Income  to  the 
Administrative  Account  for  1963-64  totaled  $9,665.05,  expenses 
were  $9,674.43.  Total  income  to  the  Community  Trust  Fund  Ac-

The  balance  of  the  Community  Trust  Fund  reserve  at  the 
end  of  the  1963-64  fiscal  year  is  $24,835.92.  To  this  figure  will 
be  added  $15,167.71,  the  net  profit  of  the  1963  Rummage  Sale.

HEADQUARTERS 

The  Junior  League  Headquarters  at  tlie  Timothy  Vogler 
House  has  continued  to  increase  in  importance  as  a  center  for 
League  activity.  Each  year,  the  necessity  for  its  operation  is 
more  apparent  as  officers,  committee  chairmen  and  individual 
members  take  greater  advantage  of  Headquarters  both  as  a 
place  for  typing,  mimeographing  and  other  clerical  work  and  as 
an  excellent  location  for  meetings. 

Due  to  an  increased  work  load,  several  things  have  been 
added  to  make  us  more  efficient.  The  use  of  the  "Work  Request 
Form"  has  enabled  the  volunteers  to  see  at  a  glance  what  needs 
to  be  done,  when  it  must  be  completed  and  who  is  making  the 
request.  Kathy  Sisk  has  been  employed  on  an  hourly  basis  to  do 
typing  at  home,  and  this  set-up  has  proved  invaluable.  A  new 
ink  recovery  cylinder  has  been  purchased  for  the  mimeograph 
machine;  this  along  with  a  service  contract  which  guarantees  that 
it  is  kept  in  first  class  condition,  makes  this  three-year-old  equip- 
ment comparable  to  a  1964  model.  The  recent  purchase  of  an 
Elliott  Addressing  Machine  was  one  of  the  highlights  of  the  year. 
As  soon  as  all  addressing  plates  are  typed,  it  will  be  put  into 
operation  and  the  constant  addressing  by  hand  of  all  letters  and 
postcards  will  come  to  an  end. 

Due  to  an  increased  desire  on  the  part  of  the  membership 
to  use  Headquarters  for  a  meeting  place,  several  things  are  being 
done  to  make  us  more  comfortable.  Five  additional  folding  chairs 
have  been  purchased.  The  Sustaining  Advisors  are  presently 
searching  for  appropriate  furniture  and  equipment  which  will 
provide  more  adequate  lighting.  Since  there  is  an  ever-growing 
need  for  storage  space,  a  window  fan  is  being  installed  in  the 
basement  in  an  effort  to  improve  ventilation  and  relieve  the 
dampness  —  there  will  soon  be  a  dry  home  for  records,  props,  etc. 

Headquarters  has  been  the  recipient  of  several  very  nice 
and  very  necessary  gifts  during  the  year.  Bob  Sartin  has  do- 
nated an  aluminum  folding  table,  providing  additional  work 
space;  Dee  Dunn  has  given  shelving  for  storage  space  in  the 
basement;  Diana  Wilson  has  donated  an  adding  machine  which 
will  prove  very  useful. 

In  addition,  the  Timothy  Vogler  House  has  received  a 
thorough  scrubbing  on  the  outside  by  Old  Salem;  and  a  thorough 
polishing  on  the  inside  by  Dutchmaster. 

Each  and  every  one  of  the  16  volunteers  has  gone  above  and 
beyond  the  call  of  duty  in  carrying  out  her  responsibilities.  They 
are  to  be  commended  and  congratulated.

HOSPITAL  THERAPY 

The  Hospital  Therapy  Committee  met  June  19th  at  the  hos- 
pital with  the  new  provisionals  and  killed  two  birds  with  one 
stone.  The  set-up  of  the  5th  floor  pediatrics,  history  of  the  com- 
mittee, and  policies  of  the  hospital  were  explained.  Then  we  went 
to  the  playroom  itself,  and  the  file  containing  ideas  for  arts  and 
crafts  for  the  children  was  shown.  The  head  nurses  were  also 
introduced  to  the  girls.  This  meeting  took  the  place  of  the  usual 
arts  and  crafts  workshop,  which  I  felt  would  be  unnecessary 
with  the  addition  of  the  file  of  ideas  and  materials. 

The  teen-age  volunteers  were  recruited  and  in  June  they 
also  were  taken  to  the  hospital  for  cokes  and  were  explained  and 
shown  the  above.  There  were  approximately  17  girls  who  went 
each  day,  including  Saturday,  during  the  summer. 

Games,  art  supplies,  new  aprons  for  the  League  girls,  and  a 
stocked  aquarium  for  the  history  room  were  purchased.  Also 
3  Boston  rocking  chairs  for  use  on  the  floor  were  purchased  from 
the  Boling  Chair  Co.  in  Siler  City. 

Schedules  were  sent  out  to  all  volunteers  in  late  August 
and  early  January.  Through  the  Fall  18  girls  worked  approxi- 
mately 54  hours  a  month.  After  Christmas  20  girls  worked  ap- 
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proximately  60  hours  a  month.  This  committee  meets  a  great 
need  not  only  to  the  nurses  of  the  hospital,  but  also  to  the 
parents  of  the  sick  children  as  well  as  the  children  themselves.

In  addition,  this  committee  selected  two  delegates,  two  alter- 
nates, and  one  official  observer  for  Regional  Conference  and 
presented  these  names  for  Board  approval  in  January.  In  March, 
the  committee  presented  three  candidates  for  delegates  to  An- 
nual Conference.  One  was  elected  by  vote  of  membership  to  ac- 
company the  in-coming  president,  automatically  a  delegate. 

The  Nominating  Committee  functioned  smoothly  throughout 
the  year,  due  to  the  excellent  cooperation  of  each  of  its  members.

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PLACEMENT 


This  year  the  Placement  Committee  continued  its  efforts  to 
plan  a  challenging  volunteer  program  for  Junior  League  mem- 
bers. Each  interviewer  placed  emphasis  on  training  of  the  in- 
dividual through  quality  placement  and  outstanding  service  to 
this  community. 

After  a  comprehensive  survey  of  volunteer  needs,  oppor- 
tunity charts  were  prepared  and  mailed  to  all  members.  Inter- 
views took  place  May  21  and  22  at  the  home  of  Mrs.  James  A. 
Gray.  Results  of  these  interviews  reveal  that  our  active  members 
filled  1014  volunteer  positions  in  League  administration  and 
community  service  during  the  year,  including  only  those  areas 
which  come  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Placement  Com- 
mittee. Fifty-seven  actives  served  on  eighty-eight  community 
boards. 

In  addition  to  staffing  our  own  Junior  League  programs, 
volunteers  served  14  agencies  or  organizations,  either  in  weekly 
jobs  or  through  the  three  special  committees.  Members  of  the 
Artist,  Hostess,  and  Secretarial  committees  responded  to  many 
and  various  requests  for  service.  We  were  delighted  when  a 
number  of  our  Sustaining  members  answered  a  call  from  the 
Hostess  Committee;  this  group  worked  for  Old  Salem  on  two 
occasions  and  gave  a  Christmas  party  at  Amos  Cottage.  Sixty- 
eight  sustainers  are  currently  serving  on  community  boards. 

Three  new  opportunities  for  placement  were  presented:  Amos 
Cottage  expressed  a  great  need  for  drivers  to  transport  chil- 
dren to  school  and  back,  and  for  secretarial  help;  A  Fun  Book 
Committee  was  formed,  aimed  primarily  at  those  girls  who  find  it 
necessary  to  do  a  portion  of  their  volunteer  work  at  home  or 
in  the  evening.  This  highly  successful  group  made  activity  books 
for  children  in  two  age  ranges  and  distributed  them  to  the  three 
hospitals,  Amos  Cottage,  Children's  Center,  and  the  Visiting 
Nurse  Service.  We  also  worked  with  the  latter  by  sponsoring 
three  series  of  Expectant  Mothers'  Classes.  Our  venture  into 
Puppetry  was  expanded  by  the  organization  of  a  daytime  com- 
mittee, which  enthusiastically  arranged  and  presented  their  own 
shows. 

Contact  with  individual  members  and  agencies  was  main- 
tained by  follow-up  telephone  calls  in  October  and  February.  At 
the  final  meeting  of  the  committee,  suggestions  for  increasing 
the  efficiency  of  our  Headquarters  operation  and  releasing  some 
volunteers  from  jobs  there  and  in  the  Hospital  Therapy  Pro- 
gram into  other  areas  of  service  were  discussed.  These  ideas  were 
directed  to  the  Advisory  Planning  Committee. 

At  the  time  of  the  agency  tours,  all  members  of  the  Place- 
ment Committee  were  especially  impressed  by  the  fact  that  we 
are  being  asked  to  provide  not  only  helping  hands,  but  talent, 
brain-power,  and  leadership  as  well.  It  is  our  hope  that  each 
member  of  the  League  understands  this  fact. 

My  thanks  to  the  girls  who  served  on  the  committee  this 
year;  their  constant  enthusiasm  and  interest  have  been  an  in- 
spiration.

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PROJECT  FINDING 


Acting  on  the  recommendation  of  last  year's  Project-Finding 
Committee,  this  year's  committee  continued  to  study  a  Natural 
Science  Center  as  a  possible  League  project.  We  visited  the 
Charlotte  Children's  Museum  and  talked  with  the  Winston-Salem 
City  Recreation  Commission.  Then,  because  we  felt  this  should 
be  a  community  (not  strictly  League)  endeavor,  we  interviewed 
about  thirty  business,  civic  and  educational  leaders  to  determine 
their  interest  in,  and  the  community's  need  for,  such  a  facility. 
This  work  continued  through  the  Summer  and  Fall.  In  October 
we  had  a  requested  three  day  Staff  visit  from  Mrs.  Kincaid  Vars, 
AJLA  Arts  Consultant.  Her  advice  and  recommendations  were 
most  helpful,  and  in  January  we  brought  to  the  League  our 
recommendation  that  a  Natural  Science  Center  be  initiated  as  a 
Junior  League  project,  and  submitted  a  request  for  $26,000 
(over  a  3-year  period)  to  help  finance  this  project.  On  January 
14th  the  membership  voted  in  favor  of  this  proposal.  On  the 
same  day,  the  Winston-Salem  Foundation  agreed  to  co-sponsor 
this  project  with  the  League  and  voted  $16,000  over  a  three- 
year  period  to  be  used  for  this  purpose.  The  Mary  Reynolds 
Babcock  Foundation  agreed  to  allow  use  of  Barn  No.  1  at  Rey- 
nolda  for  this  period  at  $1.00  per  year  rental,  and  Wake  Forest 
College  made  available  100  acres  surrounding  the  Barn  for  the 
Center's  outdoor  program.  The  City  of  Winston-Salem  (throuarh 
the  Recreation  Department)  agreed  to  assume  maintenance,  utili- 
ties, and  janitor  service.  The  consolidated  school  system  en- 
dorsed the  Center  and  said  transportation  to  the  Center  would 
be  furnished  for  all  45,000  children  in  the  system.  Letters  of 
acknowledgment  and  appreciation  were  sent  to  all  agencies  and 
individuals  who  advised  us  during  our  investigation  of  the  need 
for  such  a  Project.  After  setting  up  a  Board  of  Trustees  com- 
posed of  19  community  leaders  and  4  League  representatives, 
work  began  immediately  to  find  a  suitable  Director  so  that  the 
Center  could  be  formally  opened  in  September,  1964. 

Also,  during  the  year  we  received  and  studied  a  request 
from  The  Winston-Salem  Symphony  Association  for  help  with 
its  in-school  concerts,  which  had  run  into  financial  difficulties 
due  to  increased  demand  following  consolidation.  Since  our  meet- 
ingrs,  with  Symphony  and  school  officials,  this  request  has  been 
held  in  our  files  until  such  time  that  it  is  recalled,  revised,  or 
in  some  way  reactivated  by  the  Symphony  Association. 

We  also  considered  a  request  from  Mr.  Lee  Mootz  for  paint- 
ings to  be  hung  in  the  Pediatics  Ward  of  the  new  Forsyth 
Memorial  Hospital.  On  the  recommendation  of  this  Committee 
the  membership  agreed  that  Palettes  for  Pediatrics  should  do 
these  paintings  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $400.00. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  give  a  word  of 
thanks  to  all  those  who  gave  help  and  advice  during  this  most 
rewarding  year  —  with  a  special  *'Thank  You"  to  the  members  of 
my  committee  who  unfailingly  offered  sound  advice  and  encourag- 
ment  and  gave  many,  many  hours  of  their  time  without  a  com- 
plaint. And  all  our  thanks  to  Dewitt  without  whose  leadership 
and  counsel  we  could  not  have  progressed  so  rapidly  or  smoothly.

PUBLIC  RELATIONS 

This  year  the  Public  Relations  Committee  has  worked  closely 
with  the  Education  Committee  to  help  promote  the  40th  Anniver- 
sary Year  and  our  in-League  public  relations. 

The  Committee  assisted  with  the  luncheon  for  the  visitors 
from  Bucaramonga,  Colombia,  in  the  summer. 

The  40th  Anniversary  Brochure  was  written,  illustrated  and 
printed  during  the  Fall.  It  was  distributed  at  the  December 
Luncheon  meeting.  Sustaining  members  were  entertained  at  the 
luncheon  with  a  skit  and  the  Sunday  Journal  and  Sentinel  gave 
a  full  page  coverage  of  the  affair. 

The  Committee,  in  cooperation  with  the  Education  Commit- 
tee, recommended  the  use  of  name  tags  at  the  membership  meet- 
ings and  the  use  of  a  bulletin  board  at  meetings  to  have  a  better 
informed  membership.  The  use  of  both  has  proved  worthwhile. 

A  special  scrapbook  was  kept  for  the  40th  Anniversary  Year. 

A  letter  was  mailed  to  the  Active  and  Provisional  members 
in  October  to  remind  them  of  each  person's  responsibility  for 
good  public  relations  within  and  without  the  League  at  meetings. 

The  newspapers  and  the  radio  and  TV  stations  have  been 
most  cooperative  and  have  given  our  year's  program  excellent 
coverage.  Monthly  meetings,  Regional  Conference,  AJLA  Con- 
sultant's visit,  the  new  project  —  Nature-Science  Center,  Chil- 
dren's Theatre,  Rummage  Sale,  Regional  Director's  visit,  etc., 
have  received  generous  support  from  the  different  media. 
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The  Public  Relations  sheet  concerning  the  purpose  and  the 
projects  of  the  League  was  brought  up-to-date  and  distributed 
to  the  committees  that  use  them  in  their  program. 

This  year  the  Committee  decided  to  use  a  $200  donation  to 
Amos  Cottage,  Inc.  as  a  "Thank  You"  to  those  persons  in  the 
community  who  have  helped  with  the  League  program  during 
the  year.  A  letter  and  additional  information  on  the  work  of 
Amos  Cottage  was  written  to  each  person  stating  that  a  donation 
had  been  given  by  the  Junior  League  in  their  name.  Amos  Cot- 
tage in  addition  acknowledged  the  gift  to  each  person  individually 
by  card. 

The  work  of  the  Committee  was  accomplished  by  seven 
members,  a  Sustaining  representative  and  the  Chairman.  I  would 
like  to  thank  each  member  of  the  committee  for  her  initiative, 
diligence,  and  cooperation.

PUPPETRY 

The  Puppetry  Committee  was  expanded  into  tw^o  groups  this 
year:  the  evening  group  continued  to  be  a  placement  oppor- 
tunity for  Professional  members,  and  a  daytime  group  was 
formed  for  those  who  wanted  to  work  with  puppets  but  pre- 
ferred daytime  placement.  Both  groups  were  active  throughout 
the  year. 

Our  first  activity  was  a  Puppet  Show  at  Miller  Park  on 
July  5,  1963,  sponsored  by  the  Winston-Salem  Recreation  De- 
partment. We  gave  both  THE  DRAGON'S  DILEMMA  and 
WILLIE  WILLIAMS  GOES  TO  MARS  and  found  it  exciting 
to  have  such  a  large  and  enthusiastic  audience. 

In  September  each  group  selected  a  script  and  began  to 
work  on  a  new  play.  The  daytime  group,  with  Jane  Bremer  as 
chairman,  chose  THE  THREE  WISHES,  an  adaptation  of  a 
fairy  tale.  The  Professional  group  chose  THE  SNAIL  THAT 
ALMOST  WASN'T  by  Julienne  Shinn  McNeer.  While  the  pup- 
pets were  being  made,  two  new  stages  were  built;  these  stages 
are  lighter  in  weight  and  easier  to  carry  than  our  original  stage, 
which  has  been  stored  and  can  be  used  for  outdoor  productions. 

THE  SNAIL  THAT  ALMOST  WASN'T  had  its  first  per- 
formance in  December  at  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital,  and 
subsequently  it  was  presented  monthly  for  the  children  at  Bap- 
tist Hospital  and  at  City  Memorial  Hospital.  A  performance 
was  also  given  for  the  Poke  Easies  at  their  February  meeting. 
Beginning  in  Januarv  the  daytime  group  gave  monthly  perform- 
ances of  THE  THREE  WISHES  at  Baptist  Hospital;  they  also 
presented  their  play  for  students  at  the  Children's  Center  and 
for  kindergarten  classes  at  First  Presbyterian  Church,  High- 
land Presbyterian  Church,  Centenary  Methodist  Church,  and  St. 
Paul's  Episcopal  Church.  Both  plays  were  given  for  League  mem- 
bers' children  at  the  Community  Center  in  February  (to  benefit 
the  Rummage  Sale),  and  both  plays  were  given  at  the  Flower 
Fair  in  Old  Salem  in  May. 
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The  Puppet  Shows  at  Miller  Park  in  July  and  at  the  Com- 
munity Center  in  February  received  coverage,  including  pic- 
tures, in  the  Winston-Salem  Journal.  The  Junior  League  News- 
sheets  for  February  and  March  contained  articles  and  pictures 
about  the  puppets.  Information  on  our  puppetry  activities  has 
been  submitted  for  an  article  on  the  Junior  League  Page  of 
The  Puppetry  Journal  of  the  Puppeteers  of  America. 

We  have  had  a  busy  year,  and  the  Junior  League  Puppets 
continued  to  be  enthusiastically  received  in  the  community. 
Committee  members  have  enjoyed  giving  the  performances,  and 
we  have  learned  many  new  things  about  puppetry.

RUMMAGE  SALE 

This  year's  successful  Rummage  Sale  is  due  to  the  hard 
work  of  a  dedicated  committee  and  a  tremendous  response  from 
the  entire  League.  It  was  a  two-day  Sale,  March  13  and  14,  and 
netted  over  $1,000.00  more  in  profits  than  last  year's  Sale. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  increased  participation  by  the 
League  membership.  112  members  spent  3300  hours  in  Sale  prep- 
aration and  172  members  worked  1072  hours  during  the  Sale 
itself,  for  a  total  of  4374  hours.  Statistics  show  us  that  each 
volunteer  hour  of  preparation  and  Sale  produced  $3.47  in  profits. 

Ten  Sustainers  came  to  our  aid  and  worked  the  first  shift 
to  replace  actives  who  were  sick  or  out-of-town. 

League  members  not  only  gave  their  time  and  talents,  they 
contributed  more  rummage  than  ever  before.  Actives  and  pro- 
visionals gave  $1,540.00  more  than  last  year.  The  quota  require- 
ment remained  $30.00,  yet  the  average  amount  given  was  $73.42. 

Betty  Sohmer  won  the  prize  of  a  choice  between  a  week  in 
Florida  at  the  Coquina  or  a  long  weekend  in  Roaring  Gap  at 
Graystone  Inn. 

Our  records  show  that  94  of  our  230  Sustainers  gave  this 
year,  or  40%. 

A  truck  was  available  all  year  to  pick  up  big  items,  thus 
our  Sale  offered  more  diversified  items  of  better  quality.  We 
had  $25,000.00  worth  of  merchandise  to  begin  the  Sale,  and  a  good 
part  of  this  came  from  the  year-round  rummage  stored  free  at 
Lentz. 

We  tried  some  new  features  this  year.  The  Puppetry  groups 
co-sponsored  a  Puppet  Show  with  us  for  League  children  and 
friends,  and  the  more  than  200  children  plus  some  parents 
thoroughly  enjoyed  the  first  opportunity  to  see  and  hear  our 
puppets.  Also  the  Rummage  collected  as  admission  was  grate- 
fully received. 

The  Fashion  Show  brought  100  more  people  with  over  $200.00 
more  rummage  as  admission. 

For  the  first  time  we  sold  used  cars  —  five  of  them  for  a 
profit  of  $735.00. 

Ten  N.  C.  industries  responded  to  a  request  for  gifts  of 
merchandise,  and  their  items  were  featured  in  the  Specialty  Shop. 
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We  had  excellent  publicity,  including  ads  in  the  Sunday 
paper  preceding  the  Sale,  12,000  bill  enclosures  sent  by  a  local 
department  store  in  their  March  mailing,  posters,  bumper  strips 
donated  by  our  printer,  and  good  radio  and  TV  coverage.  The 
opening  moments  of  the  Sale  were  filmed  from  inside  the  ware- 
house. 

We  were  extremely  grateful  for  so  great  a  support  within 
the  community.  208  merchants,  firms,  and  individuals  donated 
merchandise,  properties,  and  services  for  our  benefit.  Each  was 
thanked  with  a  personal  note  and  a  Newsletter  from  the  League 
as  a  whole. 

More  stores  gave  merchandise  this  year  than  ever  before. 
Of  149  stores  contacted  (64  were  new  contacts),  a  total  of  119 
stores  gave  —  and  gave  a  total  of  over  $8,000.00.  This  is  over 
$5,500.00  more  than  was  given  last  year. 

One  reason  for  the  increased  giving  by  stores.  League  mem- 
bers, and  friends  is  the  greater  understanding  of  the  value  of 
using  the  tax  deduction  form.  It  serves  both  as  a  receipt  and  as 
a  record  for  tax  purposes. 

The  Sale  is  a  big  business  —  it  raises  money  that  we  use 
in  our  pledged  community  projects,  but  it  also  serves  the  low- 
income  public  as  a  way  to  buy  good  items  at  a  low  price  once 
a  year. 

Taylor's  Warehouse  has  become  the  well-known  location  of 
the  Rummage  Sale,  and  we  are  very  grateful  for  the  continued 
use  of  it  for  $1.00  rent. 

On  the  first  day  of  Sale  we  banked  $15,000.00,  an  amount 
almost  equal  to  the  Sale's  eventual  net  profit.  During  the  second 
day  we  banked  $2,996.00.  With  checks  representing  percentages 
of  sales  from  Paul  Mvers,  Coca-Cola,  and  Dr.  Pepper,  our  total 
gross  receipts  were  $18,072.08. 

Our  expenses  were  higher  than  last  year's,  with  increased 
expenditures  in  trucking,  labor,  publicity,  and  a  capital  invest- 
ment in  new  hanging  rods.  Also  we  purchased  used  cars  and 
vacuum  cleaners  for  resale.  Expenses  totaled  $2,904.37,  or  16% 
of  our  gross  receipts. 

Leaving  $500.00  in  the  account  for  next  year's  committee,  a 
check  for  the  Sale's  net  profit  of  $15,167.71  was  presented  to 
the  League  at  the  May  annual  meeting.

By-Laws  of  the  Junior  League  of  Winston-Salem 


ARTICLE  I— NA:ME 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  the  Junior  League  of 
Winsiton-Salem,  Incorporated. 

ARTICLE  II— OBJECT  AND  POLICIES 

Object:  The  object  of  this  League  shall  be  to  foster  interest 
among  its  members  in  the  social,  economic,  educational,  cultural 
and  civic  conditions  of  the  community,  and  to  make  efficient  their 
volunteer  service. 

Policies:  The  policies  of  the  League  shall  be  in  harmony  with 
the  policies  of  the  Association  of  Junior  Leagues  of  America, 
Incorporated. 

Dissolution:  In  the  event  of  Dissolution  of  the  Corporation,  after 
the  payment  of  all  debts,  any  remaining  assets  of  the  Corporation 
shall  be  distributed,  transferred  and  paid  over  to  such  charity  or 
charities  that  may  qualL&y  for  tax  exemption  under  the  then  exist- 
ing income  tax  laws  relating  to  tax  exemption  as  charitable  or  edu- 
cational corporations. 

ARTICLE  III— •3IEMBER SHIP 
Section  1.    Classes  of  Membership 

Only  women  under  forty  years  of  age  who  shall  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Association  shall  be  admitted  to  member- 
ship by  the  League.  No  member  shall  at  any  time  be  a  member 
of  more  than  one  League.  The  classes  of  membership  shall  be  as 
follows : 

A.  Provisional  Membership 

Provisional  members  are  those  who  are  engaged  in  com- 
plying with  the  requirements  for  admission  to  Active 
Membership   and   are   not  eligible  to   vote   or  hold  office. 

Provisional  members  shall  be  required  to  complete  a  pro- 
visional member's  course,  which  shall  meet  the  standards 
set  by  the  Association  and  a  period  of  volunteer  service 
satisfactory  to  the  Placement  Committee  within  twelve 
months  after  their  election  to  provisional  membership.  An 
extension  of  time  may  be  granted  by  the  Board  of  Directors 
in  the  case  of  provisionals  who  for  unavoidable  reasons 
are  unable  to  complete  the  course.  Provisionals  who  have 
completed  these  requirements  are  admitted  to  active  mem- 
bership by  a  three-fourths  vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 
Those  members  failing:  to  meet  the  provisional  require- 
ments shall  be  dropped  from  membership  by  a  three-fourths 
vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  may  not  come  up  again 
for  membership  within  two  years. 

B.  Active  Membership 

Active  members  are  those  who  have  completed  the  require- 
ments for  provisional  members  and  who,  having  been  ad- 
mitted to  active  membership,  justify  such  membership 
throiiffh  serviee  to  their  oo^munities.  An  aotive  member 
shall  en.TOT  all  riffhts,  privilesres  and  obligations  of  mem- 
bership until  the  end  of  the  Leasrne  Year  (which  need  not 
be  tbp  Leacrne'*!  fi«icf»l  vear)  in  whieh  she  reaches  her  4ft+h 
bi-*bday.  r"*'»"i'1fd.  how<»"'^'»».  th«»t  <»"nv  npfiTr**  Tne'^'H<»T  who 
holds  a  position  as  an  officer  or  director  of  a  Lexeme  or 
the  Asso'^iation  immediately  prior  to  her  40th  birthdav, 
shall  be  eoTi«5idered  an  active  member  for  all  purposes  nntil 
the  completion  of  such  term  as  officer  or  director.  They 
shall  perform  voluntary  service  for  a  period  and  in  a  man- 
ner satisfactory  to  the  Placement  Committee. 

C.  Sustaining  Membership 

Sustaining  members  are  those  who  have  reached  the  age 
limit  for  active  membership.  They  shall  have  all  privileges 
of  membership  except  that  they  may  not  hold  office  or 
vote. 
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Section  'Z,  Admission  to  Membership 

A.  Eligibility 

A  proposed  member  shall  be  from  19  through  S'Z  years  of 
age  on  or  before  her  proposal  on  July  1.  She  shall  have 
completed  her  schooling  or  be  in  her  last  year  of  school. 
She  shall  have  been  a  resident  of  Winston-Salem  or  its 
vicinity  for  at  least  two  years  immediately  prior  to  the 
time  of  her  proposal.  In  the  case  of  a  proposed  member  who 
has  lived  in  VVinston-Salem  or  its  vicinity  at  least  ten  years 
and  has  returned  after  residing  elsewhere,  the  two-year 
residency  requirement  prior  to  proposal  shall  not  apply.  At 
the  time  of*  invitation,  a  proposed  member  must  be  residing 
in  Winston-Salem  or  its  vicinity,  except  in  the  case  of  a 
proposed  member  whose  home  is  in  Winston-Salem  or  its 
vicinity  but  who  is  away  completing  her  last  year  of  school. 

B.  Proposal  of  Members 

Each  candidate  shall  be  proposed  by  one  member  and 
seconded  by  two  members  on  an  application  blank  pro- 
vided for  the  purpose.  No  candidate  shall  be  proposed  or 
seconded  by  a  member  of  the  Admissions  Committee  nor 
of  the  Executive  Committee,  nor  by  her  relative  (mother, 
mother-in-law,  sister,  sister-in-law,  aunt,  niece,  or  first 
cousin).  No  candidate  shall  be  considered  whose  name  has 
been  proposed  and  voted  on  four  times. 

Application  for  membership  shall  be  received  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  Admissions  Committee  at  any  time  during 
the  year.  The  deadline  for  applications  for  those  members 
to  be  taken  in  the  following  May  shall  be  July  1.  Only 
one  blank  for  each  candidate  shall  be  accepted  by  the  Ad- 
missions Committee. 

Any  eligible  Active  or  Sustaining  member  may  propose 
one  candidate  and  second  one  candidate  during  a  given 
year,  but  no  member  shall  write  to  the  committee  in 
behalf  of  a  candidate.  No  member  of  the  League  shall 
contact  any  member  of  the  Admissions  Committee  in 
behalf  of  a  candidate. 

C.  Election  to  Membership 

The  Chairman  shall  present  the  names  of  proposed  candi- 
dates to  the  voting  members  of  the  Admissions  Committee, 
and  each  shall  vote  by  secret  ballot.  Eight  affirmative 
votes  of  the  Admissions  Committee  shall  qualify  a  pro- 
posed candidate  for  membership.  Invitations  shall  be 
mailed  immediately  to  those  elected.  Before  the  candidate 
accepts  the  invitation,  she  shall  agree  to  fulfill  the  duties 
and  obligations  of  membership.  The  names  of  those  who 
accept  shall  be  announced  at  the  Annual  meeting. 

If  a  candidate  is  unablo  to  take  the  Basic  Provisional 
Course  or  to  transfer  to  another  League,  she  must  decline 
the  invitation  to  membership.  In  this  event,  the  invitation 
shall  be  re-1ssued  a  second  time  only  upon  the  request  of 
ithe  candidate's  sponsors  to  the  Board  of  Directors.  In  the 
event  that  a  candidate  wishes  to  transfer  to  another  League 
as  a  Provisional,  she  must  have  completed  her  basic  indoc- 
trination course. 

Section  3.  Privileges  of  Membership 

Applications  for  change  to  another  class  of  membership  shall 
be  made  in  writing  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  and  w^ill  be 
acted  upon  by  the  Board  of  Directors  at  any  time  during  the  year. 

A.  Transfer  of  Members 

Provisional,  Active,  Sustaining  and  Non-resident  members  in 
good  standing  shall  have  the  right  of  transferring  member- 
ship from  one  r«eague  to  another  except  for  the  period  sub- 
sequent to  March  1  and  prior  to  April  15,  when  there  shaU 
be  a  transfer  moratorium.  Members  who  are  in  a  l,eague 
special  classification  may  not  transfer  in  such  special  classi- 
fication  but  may   transfer   only   when   in  a  classification 
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recognized  by  the  Association.  Tlie  riglit  of  transfer  grranted 
in  this  section  need  not  extend  to  a  person  who  lias  been 
dropped  or  expelled  from  membership  by  the  League  to 
which  transfer  is  desired.  Provisional  members  shall  take 
any  additional  training:  required  by  Leagrues  to  which  they 
transfer.  A  !Leag:ue  may  require  all  active  members  who  are 
applying:  for  transfer  to  take  an  orientation  course  before 
their  transfers  are  accepted.  A  I.eag:ue  shall  not  be  required 
to  accept  Transfers  which  exceed  twenty-five  per  cent  of 
all  admissions  to  membership  in  any  one  year.  If  it  is 
necessary  for  transf»ars  to  be  put  on  a  waiting:  list,  they 
shall  be  accepted  in  the  order  in  which  they  apply. 

B.  Inter-L,eag:ue  3Iembership 

A  member  of  any  League  who  is  subject  to  frequent  chang:e 
in  residence  may  have  an  Inter-lL,eag:ue  card  issued  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  L.eag:ue  in  which  she  will  be  temporarily 
residing:  by  the  !Leag:ue  of  which  she  is  a  member  (herein- 
after called  the  home  Lieag:ue) .  Such  card  shall  accredit 
her  temporarily  to  the  !Leag:ue  in  city  where  she  is  then 
residing:  (hereinafter  called  the  temporary  Leag:ue) .  She 
shall  have  all  privileg:es  of  membership  in  the  temporary 
lL,eag:ue  except  the  rig:ht  to  vote  or  to  hold  office;  or  to 
propose  or  second  candidates  for  membership  in  the  temp- 
orary lLieag:ue;  she  shall  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
and  be  subject  to  the  rules  of  the  temporary  League.  An 
Inter-L,eague  member  shall  continue  to  be  listed  as  a  mem- 
ber o^,  and  shall  pay  her  regular  dues  to  the  home  League, 
and  the  home  League  shall  have  final  responsibility  for  her 
in  all  matters.  Inter-League  cards  shall  be  for  a  term  of 
one  year.  Extensions  up  to,  but  not  more  than  two  addi- 
tional years,  may  be  granted  by  the  home  League.  A  League 
to  which  a  member  is  temporarily  accredited  may  charge 
such  member  for  special  club  privileges  or  for  the  actual 
cost  of  her  membership. 

C.  Xon-Resident  Membership 

Xon-resident  membership  shall  be  open  to  active  or  sus- 
taining members  in  good  standing,  living  outside  the 
County  of  Forsyth,  North  Carolina,  nine  months  a  year. 
They  may  not  vote  or  hold  office.  Active  members  who 
become  non-resident  in  a  League  town,  may  retain  it  for 
two  years  only,  unless  home  League  grants  an  extension. 

Section  4.  Resignations,  Dropped  Members,  Re-instatements 

A.  Resignations 

Any  member  of  the  League  who  is  not  in  arrears  in  dues  or 
in  the  performance  of  League  duties  may  resign.  Resigna- 
tions shall  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Corresponding  Sec- 
retary of  the  League  at  least  two  weeks  before  dues  become 
payable;  otherwise,  mem.bers  shall  be  liable  for  dues  for 
the  coming  year. 

B.  Dropped  Members 

Members  may  be  dropped  from  the  League  for  cause  by  a 
three-fourths  vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

C.  Re-instatements 

Members  who  have  resigned  while  in  good  standing  may  be 
re-instated  by  a  three-fourths  vote  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors, upon  paying  a  sum  determined  by  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors. 

ARTICLE   lY— OFFICERS 

Section  1.  Personnel 

The  officers  of  this  League  shall  consist  of  a  President,  Vice- 
President,  Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Treasurer, 
and  Assistant  Treasurer. 

Section  2.  Nomination 

The  Nominating  Committee  shall  present  a  slate  of  one  candi- 
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date  for  each  office  to  be  filled.  The  slate  shall  be  sent  to  each 
voting  member  of  the  League  at  least  two  weeks  before  the  election 
meeting. 

Independent  nominations  may  be  made  in  writing  by  five  active 
members  of  the  League,  provided  the  nominee  has  given  her  consent. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Nominating  Committee  to  insure 
continuity  of  administration  by  retaining  one  or  more  members  of 
the  Executive  Committee  for  two  terms. 

Section  3.  Elections 

Officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  March  meeting  of  the  League 
for  a  term  of  one  year  with  the  exception  of  the  Treasurer,  who 
shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  two  yenrs.  They  shall  assume  their 
duities  immediately  after  the  May  meeting. 

Section  4.  Duties 

The  powers  and  duties  of  the  officers  shall  be  as  follows: 

A.  President 

The  President  shall  preside  at  meetings  of  the  League,  Board 
of  Directors  and  Executive  Committee;  shall  appoint  the 
Admissions  Chairman  and  personnel  of  Committees  not 
otherwise  provided  for  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  and  shall  be  a  member  ex-officio  of  all  commit- 
tees except  the  Nominating  Committee  and  Admissions  Com- 
mittee. She  shall,  with  the  Treasurer,  sign  all  contracts,  and 
obligations  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  shall 
perform  the  duties  pertaining  to  the  office. 

B.  Vice-President 

The  Vice-President  shall  assist  the  President  and  perform 
the  duties  of  the  President  in  her  absence. 

C.  Recording  Secretary 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  minutes  of  the  meetings 
of  the  League,  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  the  Executive 
Committee.  She  shall  maintain  a  file  of  essential  records 
which  shall  be  transferred  to  her  successor  at  the  close  of 
her  term  of  office.  She  shall,  with  the  Corresponding  Ji^ecre- 
tary,  compile  the  annual  reports  and  edit  the  year  book, 
and  she  shall  inform  all  independent  nominees  of  their 
nominations. 

D.  Corresponding  Secretary 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  general 
correspondence  of  the  League.  She  shall  assist  the  Record- 
ing Secretary  in  compMing  the  annual  reports  and  editing 
the  year  book.  She  shall  keep  a  correct,  classified  list  of 
the  names  and  addresses  of  all  members  and  shall  handle 
all  correspondence  in  regard  to  changes  in  membership. 

E.  Treasurer 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  custodian  of  the  funds  of  the 
League  and  shall  receive  all  monies  except  for  those  activi- 
ties which  have  their  own  treasurer  or  other  person  specifi- 
cally appointed  to  handle  finances.  Such  persons  shall  be 
under  supervision  of  the  Treasurer.  She  shall  serve  as 
Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee.  She  shall  make  pay- 
ments in  accordance  with  the  budget:  expenses  not  pro- 
vided for  in  the  budget  shall  be  incurred  and  paid  only 
upon  order  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  She  shall  keep  full 
and  accurate  accounts  and  shall  present  financial  state- 
ments at  regular  meetings  of  the  League  and  Board ;  she 
shall  turn  over  to  her  successor  all  books  and  financial 
records  and  shall  take  a  listed  receipt  therefor. 

F.  Assistant  Treasurer 

The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  collect  all  dues  and  assess- 
ments, check  attendance  records,  and  assist  the  Treasurer 
when  necessary. 

Section  5.  Executive  Committee 

There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee,  composed  of  the  officers, 
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which  shall  assist  the  President  in  making  appointments.  It  shall 
have  all  the  powers  of  the  Board  of  Directors  during  the  months  in 
which  there  are  no  regularly  scheduled  Board  meetings.  The  minutes 
of  the  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  Board  for  ratification  at  its  next  meeting. 


ARTICI.E   V— BOARD   OF  DIRECTORS 
Section  1.  Personnel 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  consist  of  the  officers  and  the 
chairmen  designated  by  the  Executive  Committee  each  year.  Chair- 
men are  appointed  by  the  President  with  the  approval  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Section  2.  Term  of  Office 

Officers  are  elected  for  a  term  of  one  year ;  chairmen  appointed 
for  a  term  of  one  year.  No  officer  or  chairman  shall  hold  the  same 
office  for  more  than  two  terms  in  succession. 

Section  3.  Duties  and  Powers 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  general  charge  and  control  of 
the  affairs,  funds  and  property  of  the  League.  It  shall  be  the  final 
arbiter  in  matters  of  interpretation  of  these  By-Laws.  It  shall 
present  to  the  membership  all  proposed  major  program  activities 
for  ratification. 

Section  4.  Vacancies 

Vacancies  among  the  officers  other  than  tlie  President  shall  be 
filled  by  election  by  the  Board  of  Directors  upon  recommendation 
of  the  Nominating  Committee.  Vacancies  among  the  chairmen  shall 
be  filled  by  the  President  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee until  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office. 

Section  5.  Meetings 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  hold  regular  monthly  meetings 
from  September  through  June.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by 
the  President  and  must  be  called  upon  the  written  request  of  three 
members  of  the  Board. 

Section  6.  Quorums 

Eight  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  three  members  of 
the  Executive  Committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum  respectively. 

ARTICI.E  VI— COMMITTEES 

There  shall  be  the  following  Committees  who  shall  present  plans 
for  work  to  the  Board  of  Directors.  No  work  shall  be  undertaken 
without  the  Board's  approval. 

A.  Admissions  Committee 

There  shall  be  an  Admissions  Committee  whose  function 
shall  be  to  pass  upon  all  appl^'cations  for  membership  to 
the  League  (or)  to  make  recommendations  to  the  Board 
with  respect  to  applications  for  membership.  The  com- 
mittee shall  be  elected  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner 
herein  provided,  and  shall  serve  for  one  year, 

(a)  Personnel  of  Committee 

The  committee  shall  be  composed  of  eleven  members: 
A  Chairman,  who  shall  be  appomted  by  the  Executive 
Committee,  and  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote;  a  Sus- 
taining member  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  League, 
and  shall  NOT  be  entitled  to  vote;  and  nine  voting 
members,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  League  as  pro- 
vided in  this  Article. 

(b)  Eligribility  to  Serve  on  Committee 

To  be  eligible  for  election  to  the  Admissions  Committee, 
a  member  must  have  been  active  for  at  least  one  year, 
and  a  resident  of  Winston-Salem  or  its  vicinitv  for  at 
least  five  years.  A  voting  member  shall  be  eligible  to 
serve  for  tAvo  consecutive  years,  and  shall  be  ineligible 
to  serve  for  the  following  year,  except  as  chairman. 
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The  chairman  may  have  been  a  voting  member  of  the 
Admissions  Committee  for  two  consecutive  years  prior 
to  her  cliairmanship  but  after  her  term  as  chairman 
shall  be  ineligible  to  serve  for  the  following  year.  The 
{SutoLaiUiug  iiiemuer  snail  nave  been  su.>.Laining  no 
longer  than  ten  years  and  shall  have  served  on  the 
Admissions  Committee  during  her  active  membership. 
No  one  who  has  a  sisiter,  sister-in-law,  daughter,  daugh- 
ter-in-law, niece,  proposed  for  membership  shall  serve 
on  this  committee. 

No  mother  and  daughter  nor  two  or  more  sisters  shall 
serve  on  the  same  Admissions  Committee, 

Neither  the  President  nor  the  Vice-President  shall  be 
eligible  to  serve  on  this  Committee. 

(c)  Election  of  Committee 

Election  of  this  committee  shall  be  held  at  the  March 
meeting. 

Two  weeks  prior  to  the  February  meeting  the  Nomi- 
nating Committee  shall  mail  to  all  active  members  a  list 
divided  into  three  age  groups  of  all  active  members 
eligible  for  election  and  the  names  of  those  present  mem- 
bers of  the  Admissions  Committee  who  are  eligible  for 
re-election.  These  age  groups  shall  be  as  follows:  21  to 
29,  29  to  35,  and  35  through  39.  At  the  February  meeting 
each  active  member  present  may  nominate,  by  secret 
ballot,  4  members  from  her  own  age  group,  and  5  mem- 
bers from  the  present  Admissions  Committee. 
Consent  of  a  nominee  shall  be  obtained  by  the  Nominat- 
ing Committee  before  her  name  is  placed  on  the  ballot. 
At  the  March  meeting,  the  Nominating  Committee  shall 
present  a  list  of  the  4  nominees  receiving  the  highest 
number  of  votes  from  each  age  group,  the  5  nominees 
receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  from  the  present 
Admissions  Committee,  and  3  nominees  from  the  Sus- 
taining members. 

Each  active  member  present  shall  vote  for  2  nominees 
from  each  age  group,  for  3  nominees  from  the  present 
Admissions  Committee,  and  for  1  Sustaining  member. 

In  the  event  that  close  relatives  are  elected  to  this 
comm  ttee,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Nominating 
Committee  to  determine  which  of  them  shall  serve. 
In  case  of  a  tie  vote,  in  either  nomination  or  election 
of  this  committee,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Nominating 
Committee  to  determine  which  members  shall  serve. 
The  names  of  the  Admissions  Committee  members  shall 
be  announced  by  the  President. 

(d)  Vacancies  on  Committee 

Vacnncie'^  on  ti^e  Aflrni«;sions  Committee  shall  ne  filled 
by  the  Nominating  Committee  from  among  the  nomi- 
nees in  ,tiie  categoi-  es  in  wiiicii  tiie  vacaneies  occur.  No 
sponsor  of  a  candidate  shall  be  eligible  to  fill  a 
vacancy  on  this  committee. 

(e)  Duties  of  Committee 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Admissions  Committee  to 
consider  all  proposed  candidates  by  acquainting  them- 
selves concerning  each  individual's  desirability  and 
qualifications  for  membership  in  the  League. 
A  secretary  shall  be  elected  by  the  Admissions  Com- 
mittee from  among  its  members.  She,  with  the  Chair- 
man, shall  be  responsible  for  keeping  an  accurate 
record  of  all  names  considered  by  the  committee.  These 
records  shall  be  kept  in  a  permanent  file  which  shall 
be  kept  confidential  and  handed  from  chairman  to 
chairman  for  reference  by  the  Admissions  Committee. 

Members  of  the  Admissions  Committee  shall  take  an 
oath  of  secrecy,  as  follows :  "I  swear  that,  to  the  best 
of  my  ability,  nothing  which  is  said  in  these  Admis- 
sions  Committee   meetings   shall   be   divulged   by  me,

either  by  statement  or  implication.  I  swear  that  to  the 
best  of  my  aDilxty,  my  vote  will  be  cast  considering 
the  besit  interest  of  tne  Junior  League,  disregaraing 
my  personal  feelings." 

The  Admissions  Committee  shall  hold  at  least  eight 
meetings  during  the  year. 

B.  Placement  Committee 

There  shall  be  a  placement  committee  whose  function  shall 
be  to  interview  all  active  members  at  regular  intervals  tor 
the  purpose  of  offering  them  a  free  cnoice  of  available 
placements  in  the  community  service  program  conducted 
by  the  League.  The  i^lacement  Committee  shall  keep  as 
nearly  as  possible  uniform  records  concerning  the  activities 
of  tne  members  under  its  supervision.  The  Placement 
Committee  shall  include  the  Placement  Chairman,  and  a 
vice-cnairman,  the  Interviewer,  and  such  other  members 
as  they  shall  designate. 

C.  Education  Committee 

There  shall  be  an  Education  Committee  whose  function 
shall  be  the  planning  and  supervision  of  the  total  educa- 
tion program  of  the  League.  The  Education  Committee 
shall  include  the  Chairman  and  a  member  of  each  commit- 
tee responsible  for  any  part  of  the  Education  Program; 
these  committees  being  designated  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee each  year. 

D.  Nominating-  Committee 

There  shall  be  a  Nominating  Committee  whose  function 
shall  be  to  prepare  slates  of  candidates  for  election  to 
the  various  elective  offices  of  the  League.  The  Nominating 
Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  members ;  one,  the 
chairTTinn,  to  be  anpointed  by  the  Executive  Committee; 
one  elected  by  the  Board ;  and  three  elected  by  the  League, 
according  to  itheir  active  period  in  the  Winston-Salem 
League;  one  active  from  one  through  four  years,  one  active 
from  five  through  nine  years,  and  one  active  over  nine 
years. 

Two  weeks  prior  to  the  February  meeting  a  roster  of 
League  members  eligible  to  serve  on  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee shall  be  mailed  by  the  current  Nominating  Committee 
to  all  active  members.  At  the  February  meeting  each  mem- 
ber may  nominate  from  this  list  one  person  in  each  group. 
The  three  candidates  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes 
in  each  group  will  appear  on  the  final  ballot.  One  candidate 
from  each  group  will  be  elected  at  the  March  meeting.  The 
Placement  Chairman  shall  serve  ex-officio. 

E.  Public  Relations  Committee 

There  shall  be  a  public  relations  committee  whose  function 
shall  be  to  arrange  for  all  newspaper,  radio  and  television 
publicity  for  the  League.  It  shall  attempt  to  build  good 
public  relations  by  interpreting  all  League  activities  to 
the  public  so  that  community  understanding,  interest  and 
support  will  result.  The  Public  Ilelations  Committee  shall 
include  the  Public  Relations  Chairman,  and  a  member  of 
each  committee  responsible  for  each  phase  of  the  League 
program.  No  member  of  the  League  shall  give  out  to  the 
press  any  news  item  or  information  concerning  the  League 
without  the  approval  of  the  Public  Relations  Committee. 

F.  Newssheet  Committee 

The  Newssheet  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  Newssheet 
Editor,  as  Chairman,  and  such  assistants  as  she  may  re- 
quire. The  duties  of  the  Newssheet  Committee  are  to  edit 
and  publish  the  Newssheet. 

G.  Finance  Committee 

There  shall  be  a  Finance  Committee  which  shall  function 
as  the  financial  fact-finding  committee  to  advise  the  Board 
on  all  matters  relating  to  the  financing  of  the  League's 
own  administration  and   that  of  its  community  program. 
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Among  its  duties  shall  be  the  preparation  of  the  budget 
for  presentation  to  the  Board  each  year.  The  committee 
shall    include   the   Treasurer    as    chairman,    the  Assistant 

Treasurer,  the  treasurer  of  any  money-raising  activity, 
either  permanent  or  temporary,  and  a  past  League  Treas- 
urer. 

H.  Magrazine  Committee 

There  shall  be  a  Magazine  Committee  or  chairman  whose 
function  shall  be  to  discover  and  report  all  developments 
in  League  activities  which  might  be  good  material  for  the 
Junior  League  Magazine  as  well  as  to  follow  up  sugges- 
tions and  requests  from  the  Junior  League  Magazine  as  a 
program  aid  in  its  own  League. 

I.  Provisional  Committee 

There  shall  be  a  Provisional  Committee  whose  function 
shall  be  to  plan  and  direct  the  education  and  training  of 
provisional  members  until  such  time  as  they  are  admitted 
to  active  membership. 

J.  Special  Committees 

Special  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President 
with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee  which  shall 
designate  their  powers  and  the  term  of  the  committee's 
appointment. 

ARTICLE  VII— MEETINGS  OF  THE  LEAGUE 

Section  1 — Annual  Meeting 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  League  shall  be  held  in  May  for  the 
purpose  of  receiving  the  annual  reports  and  of  installing  officers 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

Section  2 — Regular  and  Special  Meetings 

Regular  meetings  shall  be  held  from  September  through  May, 
the  March  meeting  being  designated  for  the  election  of  officers. 
Other  meetings  shall  be  held  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors or  upon  written  request  of  ten  members  of  the  League. 

Section  3.  Quorum 

A  quorum  of  the  League  shall  consist  of  one-third  of  the  voting 
members. 

ARTICLE  VIII— FINANCIAL  ARRANGEMENTS 

Section  1.   Fiscal  Year,  Audit  and  Bonding 

The  fiscal  year  shall  be  from  April  1  through  March  31. 

The  books  of  account  of  this  League  shall  be  audited  at  least 
annually  by  a  certified  public  accountant,  and  a  copy  of  the  com- 
plete audit  shall  be  distributed  to  each  member.  Books  shall  be  kept 
in  accordance  with  sound  accounting  practices.  The  community 
funds  and  administrative  funds  shall  be  carried  in  separate  ac- 
counts. All  money  in  the  community  fund  shall  be  distributed 
solely  for  the  benefit  of  the  community. 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  bonded  in  the  amount  determined  by 
the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  2.  Membership  Dues  and  Fines 

All  classes  of  membership  shall  pay  annual  dues  of  not  more 
than  $20.00,  which  shall  include  the  Association  dues  of  $7.00,  part 
of  wh^ch  covers  the  subscription  to  the  Junior  Lensrne  Magazine. 
Provisional  members  shall  pay  an  initiation  fee  of  $25.00. 

There  shall  be  a  fine  of  one  dollar  to  each  active  member  and 
provisional  member  for  non-attendance  of  regular  meetings  and 
special  meetings,  and  a  fine  of  two  dollars  for  non-attendance  of 
the  Annual  meeting.  S'ckness,  absence  from  the  city,  or  an  unusual 
emergency  shall  be  the  only  acceptable  excuses  for  an  absence.  It 
shall  be  made  in  the  form  of  a  letter  to  the  Assistant  Treasurer, 
written  the  week  of  the  meeting.  Such  fines  shall  be  payable 
monthly.  An  additional  25-cent  penalty  for  each  month  a  fine  is 
in  arrears  shall  be  added. 
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Junior  League  members,  other  than  Non-Resident,  Inter-League, 
and  Sustaining,  who  do  not  complete  their  Rummage  Sale  quota, 
will  be  allowed  to  do  so  before  the  Sale  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Quota  Chairman. 

A.  Payment 

Dues  shall  be  payable  on  the  first  day  of  the  fiscal  year.  The 
Assistant  Treasurer  shall  send  notices  to  each  member  on 
April  1.  Members  whose  dues  and  fines  are  not  paid  by  May 
1  will  be  notified  by  card  by  the  Assistant  Treasurer.  Mem- 
bers whose  dues  and  fines  are  not  paid  by  May  15  will  be 
sent  a  certified  letter.  Members  whose  dues  and  fines  are 
not  paid  by  June  1  will  be  dropped  by  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors. The  only  acceptable  excuse  for  non-payment  is  finan- 
cial disability,  made  in  writing  each  year,  and  received  by 
the  Assistant  Treasurer  on  or  before  June  1. 

B.  Befunds 

Refunds  of  dues  will  not  be  made  to  members  resigning 
during  the  fiscal  year. 

Refunds  will  not  be  made  to  Provisionals  failing  to  meet  tb^ 
requirements. 

C.  A.  J.  L<.  A.  Indebtedness 

Members  delinquent  in  paying  this  indebtedness  to  the  As- 
sociation shall  be  considered  in  arrears  in  their  dues  to  this 
League. 

Section  3.  Association  Dues 

The  Treasurer  of  the  League  shall  pay  yearly  per  capita  dues  for 
all  classes  of  Membership  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Association. 

Section  4.  Ijctters,  Agrreements  and  Contracts 

Before  any  letter,  agreement,  or  contract  involving  the  expendi- 
ture of  Junior  League  funds  shall  be  signed  and  delivered,  it  shall  be 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  If  it  involves  more  than  $500.00, 
it  shall  also  be  approved  by  the  Junior  League  Attorney. 

ARTICI.E    IX— DELEGATES    TO    ASSOCIATION  CONFERENCES 

Delegates  to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be 
Active  members  elected  by  the  League. 

Delegates  to  special  meetings  or  conferences  shall  be  Active 
members  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

The  full  expenses  of  delegates  to  conferences  and  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  paid  by  the  League. 

ARTICLE  X—AMENDMENTS  AND  RULES  OF  ORDER 

The  By-Laws  may  be  amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
members  present  and  voting  at  any  meeting  of  the  League,  provided 
the  proposed  amendment  has  been  mailed  to  each  voting  member 
at  least  two  weeks  prior  to  the  date  of  the  meeting;  or  provided  the 
proposed  amendment  shall  have  been  presented  over  the  signature 
of  five  Active  members  at  least  one  meeting  prior  to  that  at  which 
action  is  taken,  and  due  notice  of  such  meeting  or  action  is  given 
the  membership. 

Roberts  Rules  of  Order  (Revised)  shall  be  the  parliamentary 
authoritv  for  all  matters  of  procedure  not  specifically  covered  by 
the  By-Laws  or  by  specific  rules  of  procedure  adopted  by  the 
League. 


STANDING  RULES 

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  enforce  the  By-Laws 
of  the  League  and  the  Association  Policies  binding  on  all  Leagues. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  create,  maintain,  evaluate, 
and  rev^'se.  the  Manual  of  Procedure  by  which  it  carries  out  the 
duties  and  powers  delegated  to  it  in  the  By-Laws. 

3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  (before  the  beginning  of 
the  working  year)  to  present  to  the  League  a  suggested  program 
for  ratification. 
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4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board,  in  drawing  up  the  program, 

to  give  serious  consideration  to  the  interests  and  capacities  of  the 
members,  and  ,the  number  who  can  take  an  active  part. 

5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  see  that  a  contingency 
reserve  be  maintained  in  the  community  fund. 

6.  Any  committee  requests  for  unbudgeted  funds  shall  be  approved 
by  the  Board  and  any  request  of  $200  and  over  shall  be  presented 
to  the  Board  and  membership  for  approval. 


ASSOCIATION  POLICIES  BINDING  ON  ALL 

LEAGUES 


AS  BEVISED  APRII.,  1952 


POLICY  I  —  GENERAL. 

A.  The  Association  shall  act  in  an  advisory  capacity  to  the 
Leagues  except  as  otherwise  stated  in  the  By-Laws  or  in 
the  policies  and  standing  rules  adopted  pursuant  thereto. 

B.  The  Association  shall  have  the  right  to  protect  the  Leagues 
from  action  by  one  League  which  may  adversely  affect  the 
program,  standing  or  fund-raising  of  other  Leagues. 

C.  The  Junior  League  shall  encourage  their  members  to  ac- 
cept the  responsibilities  of  good  citizenship  and  to  educate 
themselves  in  all  legislative,  political  and  governmental 
movements  which  affect  the  life  of  their  communities,  their 
countries  and  the  world,  and  shall  endeavor  to  stimulate 
their  members  to  exercise  their  respective  citizenships  in- 
telligently. 

POLICY  II  —  COOPERATION  AND  SPONSORSHIP 

A.  The  Association  may  participate  in,  cooperate  with  or 
sponsor  any  organization,  movement  or  program,  which  in 
the  judgment  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  as  represented  by 
a  three-quarters  affirmative  vote  of  the  members  of  the 
Board,  will  further  the  purpose  of  the  Association.  The 
Board  will  inform  any  such  organization  that  active  parti- 
cipation by  the  individual  Leagues  is  optional.  The  as- 
sociation shall  not  engage  in  legislative  action. 

B.  A  Junior  League  may  participate  in,  cooperate  with,  or 
sponsor  conferences  or  institutes,  or  hold  or  sponsor  a 
group  meeting  of  League  members  in  connection  therewith, 
of  other  state  or  national  or  international  organizations, 
provided  the  League  seeks  pertinent  information  from  the 
Association  office  and  receives  clearance  from  its  Regional 
Director. 

POLICY  III  —  ACTION 

A.  Junior  League  may  take  action  on  a  national,  interna- 
tional, state  or  local  public  question,  provided  that  a  study 
of  the  specific  problems  and  the  legislative  or  administra- 
tive measures  involved  has  been  made,  and  that  the  action 
taken  by  that  League  is  compatible  with  the  stated  purpose 
of  the  Association  and  its  member  Leagues ;  does  not  ad- 
versely affect  any  other  League ;  is  not  contrary  to  the 
policies  of  the  Association;  and  is  subject  to  the  following: 

1.  Action  may  be  taken  on  a  national  or  international 
public  question  provided  the  League  has  first  obtained 
approval  from  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Association, 
as  represented  by  a  three-quarters  affirmative  vote  of 
the  Board  of  Directors. 

2.  Action  may  be  taken  on  a  s,tate  public  question  pro- 
vided the  League  consults  its  Regional  Director  and 
follows  Association  legislative  procedures. 

3.  Action  may  be  taken  on  a  local  public  question  at  the 
discretion  of  the  League. 
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4.  Action  may  not  be  taken  in  support  of  or  in  opposition 
to  a  candidate  for  public  office. 

POLICY  IV  —  FINANCIAL. 

A.  The  Association  shall  not  act  for  others  as  a  fund-raising 
agent. 

B.  The  Association  shall  not  make  financial  contributions  to 
individuals,  other  organizations  or  agencies.  Financial 
support  may  be  rendered  for  direct  services. 

I'OLICY  V  —  PUBLIC  RELATIONS  AND  PUBLICITY 

A.  The  Association  shall  endeavor  to  protect  the  name 
"Junior  League"  from  misuse,  and  shall  take  all  action 
which  may  be  advisable  to  that  end. 

B.  All  references  to  the  Association  should  be  based  on  facts 
by  current  material  made  available  from  the  Association. 
This  material  can  be  secured  from  the  Regional  Directors 
or  the  Association  office. 

C.  Any  use  of  the  Junior  League  name  in  connection  with 
publicity  shall  identify  the  League  or  Leagues  involved. 

11).  Any  publicity  of  a  Junior  League  designed  to  extend  be- 
yond its  community  area  must  be  approved  by  the  As- 
sociation office. 

E.  A  Junior  League  member  may  publicly  identify  herself 
as  such  only  when  such  identification  is  in  connection  with 
an  affiliation  or  activity  compatible  with  the  stated  purpose 
of  the  Association  and  its  member  Leagues  and  the  policies 
of  the  Association. 

POLICY  VI  —  COMMERCIAL  ATTACHMENTS  AND  MONEY- 
RAISING 

A.  The  Association  shall  not  recommend  the  exclusive  use  of 
a  specific  commercial  product  nor  the  services  of  a  specific 
commercial  concern. 

B.  A  Junior  League  membership  list  is  for  the  use  of  the 
Junior  League  only  and  cannot  be  used  for  promotion  of 
any  activity  unrelated  to  the  Junior  League.  It  shall  not  be 
used  for  personal  gain  or  made  available  for  commercial  or 
solicitation  purposes. 

C.  A  Junior  League  may  cooperate  with  commercial  concerns, 
provided  the  attachment  is  consistent  with  the  standards 
of  quality  and  dignity  expressed  by  the  Junior  Leagues 
and  the  Association,  and  does  not  recommend  exclusive  use 
of  a  specific  product  or  concern. 

1.  Sponsorship  of  a  Junior  League  activity  by  reputable 
firms  is  permitted  for  local  broadcast,  telecast  or  other 
media  of  communication. 

2.  Sponsorship  of  a  Junior  League  activity  by  reputable 
firms  on  a  regional,  national  or  international  basis  is 
permitted  provided  such  sponsorship  has  been  approved 
by  the  Association  office. 

3.  Direct  selling  in  a  commercial  portion  of  a  radio  or 
television  program,  or  in  other  med.a  of  communication, 
is  permitted  so  long  as  it  is  in  keeping  with  the  quality 
of  the  presentation  itself,  feature  articles  in  good  taste, 
and  does  not  recommend  the  exclusive  use  of  a  product 
by  the  Association,  any  member  League.  Lengue  member, 
or  person  representing  the  Junior  League.  S'amples  of  the 
commercial  copy  must  be  submitted  for  approval  by  the 
sponsoring  League  to  the  Association  office. 

D.  A  Junior  League  member  may  be  identified  as  such  in 
commercial  endorsements,  onlv  in  League  publirations 
and/or  in  connection  with  League  money-raising  activities. 
No  Junior  League  member  may  be  identified  as  such  for 
personal  gain. 

Policies  VII  and  VIII  embody  the  "Minimum  Standards"  which 
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all  Leagues  require  of  themselves  and  each  other.  Their  observance 
and  enforcement  are  the  responsibility  of  each  individual  League 
and  its  officers.  Visiting  Board  and  Staff  members  are  obligated 
to  point  out  apparent  deviations  from  these  standards,  but  the 
responsibility  for  constant  self-evaluation  res.ts  with  the  League, 
not  with  the  Association.  These  policies  should  be  printed  with 
each  League's  By-Laws.    These  are  policies  as  revised  April  1952. 


POLICY  VII  —  MINIMUM  STANDARDS 

Each  member  League  shall  incorporate  in  its  charter,  constitution, 
or  By-Laws,  the  following  material: 

A.  A  statement  of  its  name,  which  shall  be  limited  to  the 
words  "Junior  League  of  (name  of  city,  town  or  com- 
munity in  which  located)." 

B.  A  statement  of  its  purposes,  which  shall  include  the  state- 
ment of  individual  purposes  stated  in  Article  I,  Section 
1  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Association. 

C.  A  statement  that  its  policies  shall  be  in  harmony  with  the 
Policies  of  the  Association. 

D.  Provisions  complying  with  the  requirements  of  Article  II 
of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Association.  (No  other  classes  of 
membership  shall  be  permitted ;  provided,  however,  that 
(a)  individual  Leagues  may  have  a  limited  number  of 
honorary  members,  and  (b)  Leagues  which  as  of  April,  1947 
had  classes,  including  life  members,  may  continue  such 
classes  for  their  present  membership,  but  shall  not  admit 
any  additional  members  thereto). 

E.  A  requirement  that  all  provisional  members  shall  complete 
a  course  which  shall  meet  the  standards  set  by  the  Asso- 
ciation, and  shall  perform  voluntary  service  for  a  period 
and  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  Placement  Committee. 

F.  A  requirement  that  all  active  members  shall  justify 
their  membership  through  some  form  of  community  service 
satisfactory,  in  quality  and  extensiveness,  to  the  Place- 
ment Comm^'ttee  (the  term  community  service  being  de- 
fined as  including  volunteer  work  for,  and  service  on 
Boards  and  Committees  of  any  philanthropic  or  humani- 
tarian community  organization  of  high  standing  in  the 
educational,  civic,  cultural  or  social  welfare  fields). 

G.  A  requirement  for  the  following  committees: 

1.  An  Admissions  Committee,  whose  function  shall  be  to 
consider  the  qualificaitons  of  all  candidates  proposed 
to  membership  In  the  League  and  elect  new  members  or 
recommend  candidates  to  the  Board  for  election. 

2.  An  Education  Committee,  whose  function  it  shall  be  to 
plan  and  supervise  the  educational  program  of  each 
League. 

3.  A  Finance  Committee,  among  whose  duties  shall  be  the 
initial  preparation  of  the  annual  budget  of  each  League. 

4.  A  Nominating  Committee  whose  function  it  shall  be  to 
prepare  slates  of  candidates  for  election  to  the  varfous 
elective  offices  of  the  League. 

5.  A  Placement  Committee  whose  function  shall  include 
the  interviewing  of  all  Active  members  at  regular  inter- 
vals and  the  offering  to  them  of  a  free  choice  of  place- 
ments as  provided  in  (F.)  above. 

6.  A  Provisional  Committee,  whose  function  shall  be  to 
plan  and  direct  the  education  and  training  of  Provisional 
Members  until  such  time  as  they  are  admitted  to  Active 
Membership. 

7.  A  Public  Relations  Committee. 

H.  The  books  and  accounts  of  each  League  shall  be  kept  in 
accordance  with  sound  accounting  practices;  each  League 
shall  maintain  a  community  fund  separate  and  distinct 
from  its  administrative  fund ;  all  money  in  the  community 
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fund  shall  be  distributed  solely  for  the  benefit  of  the  com- 
munity. Annually  a  copy  of  the  audited  balance  sheet 
(statement  of  Assets  and  Liabilities)  and  profit  and  loss 
statement  (statement  of  income  and  expense)  shall  be  dis- 
tributed to  each  member  of  the  League. 

I.  A  requirement  that  the  Board  of  each  League  shall  present 
to  the  membership  all  proposed  major  program  activities 
for  ratification. 

J.  The  Regional  Director  shall  be  invited  to  visit  each  League 
in  her  Region  during  her  term  of  office.  Acceptance  of  such 
invitation  shall  be  at  the  discretion  of  the  Director. 

POLICY  VIII  —  MINIMUM  STANDARDS 

A.  The  course  for  provisional  members  of  all  Leagues  shall 
be  based  upon  all  topics  covered  in  the  Association's  basic 
provisional  course  outline.  Each  League  shall  send  to  the 
Association  annually,  an  outline  of  its  provisional  course  as 
soon  as  reasonably  possible  after  the  completion  of  the 
course. 

B.  The  Placement  Committee  of  each  League  shall  interview 
all  active  members  at  regular  intervals  in  order  to  plan 
and  supervise  their  free  choice  of  community  service  as 
defined  in  Policy  VII,  F,  and  shall  keep  as  nearly  as  pos- 
sible uniform  records  concerning  their  activities. 

C.  No  individual  League  shall  associate  itself  with  nor  en- 
dorse any  welfare  or  other  similar  project,  program  or 
activity  which  does  not  meet  accepted  standards  in  its 
field,  or  show  evidence  of  working  toward  such  standards. 

D.  All  money-raising,  on  the  part  of  individual  Leagues,  shall 
be  consistent  with  standards  of  dignity  and  good  taste  and 
in  keeping  with  the  laws  and  customs  of  the  community. 

E.  Each  League  shall  send  to  -the  Association  annually  a  copy 
of  its  audited  annual  statement. 

F.  Each  League  shall  maintain  the  same  standards  as  required 
of  applying  groups  under  Article  11-A,  Section  2  of  the 
Association  By-Laws. 


Association  Procedures  Applying  To  All  Leagues 

Arrangring:  Inter-Leag:ue  Memberships: 
Section  1. 

Inter-League  cards  issued  pursuant  to  Article  II-B,  Section  2, 
of  the  By-laws,  shall  be  for  a  term  of  one  year.  Extensions  up  to, 
but  not  more  than  two  additional  years,  may  be  granted  by  the 
home  League. 

Section  2. 

The  League  to  which  a  member  is  temporarily  accredited  may 
charge  such  member  for  special  privileges  or  for  the  actual  cost  of 
her  membership. 

Section  3. 

(a)  A  member  desiring  an  Inter-League  card  shall  notify  the 
Secretary  of  the  home  League. 

(b)  The  Secretary  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  home  League  in 
consultation  with  the  Placement  Chairman  shall  determine  whether 
said  member  is  in  good  standing. 

(c)  The  Secretary  of  the  home  League  shall  issue  an  Inter- 
League  card  to  the  Secretary  of  the  temporary  League. 

(d)  The  Inter-League  card  becomes  effective  immediately  upon 
receipt  by  the  Secretary  of  the  temporary  League. 

(e)  The  Secretary  of  the  temporary  League  shall  notify  the 
Secretary  of  the  home  League  that  the  Inter-League  card  has  been 
received. 
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(f)  The  Secretary  of  the  home  League  shall  give  to  the  member 
the  name  and  address  of  the  Secretary  of  the  temporary  League. 

(g)  The  member  shall  be  responsible  for  contacting  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  temporary  League. 

(h)  The  temporary  League  may  charge  such  member  for  special 
privileges  or  for  the  actual  administrative  co&t  of  her  membership. 

(i)  When  the  period  of  Inter-League  privilege  expires,  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  temporary  League  shall  return  the  card  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  home  League. 

(j)  If  the  member  requests  an  extension  of  the  Inter-League 
privilege  from  her  home  League  and  the  home  League  determines 
that  an  extension  is  justified,  the  Secretary  of  the  home  League 
reissues  the  card  to  the  Secretary  of  the  .temporary  League, 

(k)  When  the  Inter-League  privilege  terminates  the  Secretary 
of  the  home  League  shall  cancel  the  card. 

(1)  The  Secretary  of  the  home  League  shall  notify  the  Associa- 
tion Headquarters  of  changes  of  address  occurring  as  a  result  of  the 
member's  move  to  and  from  her  temporary  League  area. 

Arrangring:  Transfer  of  Members 
Section  1. 

The  Secretary  of  the  League  from  vrhich  a  transfer  is  made  shall 
be  responsible  for  filling  in  the  information  regarding  the  member's 
record  called  for  by  the  transfer  card  supplied  by  the  Association. 
She  shall  also  certify  that  the  transferring  member  is  in  good 
standing  and  shall  then  forward  the  transfer  card  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  League  to  which  the  transfer  is  made. 

Section  2. 

Transfers  shall  meet  the  conditions  of  acceptance  provided  in 
the  Association  By-laws,  Article  II-B,  Section  3,  and  shall  be  ac- 
cepted by  the  Board  of  Directors  or  Executive  Committee  of  any 
League,  unless  the  member  has  no  right  to  transfer  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  same  Article.  Transfers  shall  be  accepted  in  order  of 
application,  except  that  applications  of  members  under  forty  may 
be  given  precedence  over  those  of  Sustaining  members.  Transfers 
shall  become  effective  upon  acceptance.  Within  15  days  thereafter 
the  Secretary  of  the  League  to  which  the  transfer  has  been  made 
shall  notify,  on  transfer  cards  supplied  by  the  Association,  the 
Membership  Records  and  Circulation  Department  at  Association 
headquarters  and  the  member's  former  League. 

Section  3. 

A  member  transferring  from  one  League  to  another  shall  become 
subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  League  to  which  she  transfers  on 
the  date  on  which  such  transfer  is  accepted.  A  League  receiving  a 
transferring  member  may  charge  such  transferring  member  the 
actual  administrative  costs  incurred  by  such  League  in  connection 
with  her  transfer. 

Section  4. 

A  member  of  a  Junior  League,  who  is  also  a  member  of  an 
Applying  Group  which  is  taken  into  the  Association,  upon  the  ac- 
ceptance of  the  new  League  into  the  Association,  must  either  re- 
quest a  transfer  from  her  home  League  or  submit  her  resignation 
to  the  new  League  no  later  than  March  10  of  the  Association  fiscal 
year  in  which  the  new  League  is  accepted.

Junior  !Leas:ue  Section 

The  Junior  League  Guest  Room  Section  of  The  Waldorf-Astoria 
is  located  on  the  19th  and  20th  floors  of  the  hotel's  West  (Park  Ave- 
nue) side,  and  consists  of  32  rooms.
